Gays pitch for 
Gore in the Castro

I t was small as rallies go, 
but elected gay and les¬ 
bian officials came out 
swinging for Democra¬ 
tic presidential candidate 
A1 Gore Monday, October 
2. The vice president’s 
campaign team held the 
rally in front of the late Su¬ 
pervisor Harvey Milk’s for¬ 
mer camera shop, on Cas¬ 
tro Street. 

“It’s fitting that we go 
back to where we started,

shop,” said Gore campaign 
aide Miguel Bustos.

T he secretary of the Lambda Soci¬ 
ety, a gay and lesbian campus 
group at Gallaudet University in 
Washington, D.C., was found dead in 
his dorm room last Thursday, Sep¬ 
tember 28. Friends became worried 
when they had not seen Eric Franklin 
Plunkett in more than a day. They re¬ 
ported their concerns to a resident as¬ 
sistant at the nation’s only university 
for the deaf and hard of hearing, who 
discovered the body. 

Police are being unusually tight- 
lipped about the investigation. They 
would say only that Plunkett died of 
blunt force trauma to the head and 
neck, and indicated that they have 
what is believed to be the murder 
weapon. There were no signs to indi¬ 
cate forced entry or that robbery was 
the motive, though they would not 
comment on whether there was evi¬ 
dence of a struggle. 

The police investigation is ham¬ 
pered by their need for sign language 
interpreters to interview people. 

The 2,000-student Gallaudet Uni¬ 
versity is less than a mile from Senate 
office buildings. Surrounding neigh¬ 
borhoods are known drug markets. The 
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B y now, probably every politically-at¬ 
tuned resident of Safi Francisco’s Dis¬ 
trict 6 - the Tenderloin, part of Hayes 
Valley, South of Market, the northern 
Mission, and Treasure Is¬ 
land - has heard the 
story of how Chris Dit- 
tenhafer moved into the 
neighborhood. 

With 17 candidates, 
the race is one of the 
most hotly contested in 
the city’s 11 districts, and 
politically progressive 
types are making much 
out of the fact that the 
former taxi commission¬ 
er is the hand-picked 
candidate of Mayor 
Willie Brown, and had to 
move into the district in 
order to enter the fray. 

“It’s become in most 
senses of the word ‘ma¬ 
chine against machine,”’ 

Dittenhafer said, refer- _ 

ring to the so-called 
Brown machine and the competing machine 
headed by Board of Supervisors President 
Tom Ammiano, Brown’s rival in last year’s 
mayoral race and his opponent on many is¬ 
sues that come before the board. 

In mid-July, Supervisor Leslie Katz an¬ 
nounced that she was dropping out of the 
race. Originally appointed to the board in 
1996 by Brown before she won election city¬ 
wide, Katz explained that she couldn’t afford 
to move from her home in District 9 to avoid 
a battle with fellow resident and supervisor 
Ammiano.

Dittenhafer, who resigned from the may¬ 
oralty-appointed Taxi Commission at the 
mayor’s behest to enter the race, wouldn’t say 
whether Brown recruited him to run or 
whether he volunteered to replace Katz on the 
mayor’s slate. 

But within 24 hours of the Katz bomb- 

_ shell, Dittenhafer was in. 

November 7 is the 
city’s first election of su¬ 
pervisors by district in 
over two decades, and 
progressives who backed 
Ammiano in the mayoral 
race are anxious not to 
miss this opportunity to 
break the mayor’s lock 
on the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors, where he can cur¬ 
rently count on at least 
six votes. 

“It was my decision to 
run, not the mayor’s,” 
stated Dittenhafer. “We 
spoke and it was kind of 
a mutual agreement at 
the same time ... I asked 
for the mayor’s endorse- 
_ ment.” 

In time to meet the 
filing deadline, Dittenhafer and his lover of 
eight years had secured a lease for a new 
home on Langston Street in the South of 
Market neighborhood, giving up their rental 
unit in Noe Valley. 

The candidate wouldn’t say how much he 
and his partner are paying for their new digs, 
but he said he supports Proposition H, which 
would make it harder for landlords to pass 
along the costs of building improvement to 
tenants.

nity. But rather than just attack Gore’s Re¬ 
publican opponent, Texas Governor George 
W. Bush, in this solidly Democratic city, they 
talked about the threat that Green Party can¬ 
didate Ralph Nader is to the vice president. 

Nader appeals to many progressives but 
has fallen in statewide and national polls to 
just under 5 percent. 

“I’ve known Al Gore since 1976,” Leal told 
the group, adding that a key to strengthen¬ 
ing diversity is to move forward under a 
Gore administration. “We have a chance here 
to keep it moving forward,” she added. 

Leal said that while Gore is not perfect, he 
represents the best opportunity for progress 
when it comes to the LGBT community. 

Leno was critical of Nader’s infamous ref¬ 
erence to “gonadal politics” when it comes to 
equal rights for gays. The supervisor said 
Nader is campaigning as if there is no differ¬ 
ence between Gore and Bush, when in fact 
there are important distinctions. To Nader, 
Leno said, “the passage of the Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act would not matter, 
putting an end to ‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ 
would not matter. Ralph Nader referred to 
any number of these as ‘gonadal politics’ and 
shrugs it off. We have to fight.” 

He added, “For those considering Ralph 
Nader we have to remind you there are enor¬ 
mous differences between the two candidates 
[Gore and Bush].”

Prison HIV advocate 
lands in jail after scuffle 

Faces third strike for falling on officer

B rian Patrick Carmichael, who 
fought the state from behind 
bars several years ago for im¬ 
proved HIV/AIDS care for Cali¬ 
fornia prisoners at the California 
Medical Facility in Vacaville, was 
arrested last month after a scuffle 
with police at San Jose Interna¬ 
tional Airport that left an officer 
injured. Because of Carmichael’s 
prior felony convictions, this latest 
charge qualifies as a third strike 
and he could face 35 years to life in 
prison if convicted, his lawyer told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

The openly gay Carmichael, 
37, is being held on $1 million bail 
at the San Jose jail, awaiting a bail 
reduction hearing this Tuesday, 
October 10. 

According to public defender 
Mary Steel, who’s the sister of the 
late gay civil rights attorney Tom 
Steel, the incident began on Labor 
Day weekend in Dallas, where 
Carmichael was boarding a flight 
with his extremely ill brother, who

requires a wheelchair. Carmichael 
was allowed to board the plane 
first, then reportedly got into an 
argument with a juvenile passen¬ 
ger who wanted a seat that 
Carmichael was occupying. Some¬ 
where between Dallas and San 
Jose, the police were notified and 
were waiting for Carmichael at the 


airport, Steel said. 

“I don’t understand exactly 
why they were waiting,” Steel said, 
adding that San Jose police had no 
jurisdiction over what allegedly 
happened on the runway in Dal¬ 
las. She said Carmichael’s arrest 
was related more to who he is, 
adding that police repeatedly 
asked if he was on probation or 
parole, which he was not. 

“Brian wanted to get a bag off 
the plane that had his brother’s 
medications and his stuff. The cop 
told an airline employee to get the 
bag,” said Steel. 

Carmichael then told the po¬ 
lice he was going to go into the 
bag, and Steel said there is some 
discrepancy over whether the po¬ 
lice told him not to. When 
Carmichael stooped down to re¬ 
trieve items from the bag, two of¬ 
ficers grabbed his wrists in a twist¬ 
ing motion and the three of them 
fell to the ground. During the fall, 
one of the officers sustained an in¬ 
jury to his wrist. And that led to

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Davis gets gay man's parole order

T he parole hopes of Robert 
Rosenkrantz, the Southern 
California gay man who 
killed his tormentor, are now sole¬ 
ly in the hands of Governor Gray 
Davis. 

Last Friday, September 29, the 
Board of Prison Terms sent its pa¬ 
role order to Davis. The governor 
has 30 days to decide whether to 
block Rosenkrantz’s parole as he 
has done once before. If Davis 
does nothing, Rosenkrantz will be 
freed for the first time since his ar¬ 
rest for the shooting of Steve Red¬ 
man in 1985. 

If Davis blocks parole, 
Rosenkrantz’s lawyer has 
promised to sue the governor for 
overstepping his bounds by inter¬ 
fering with Rosenkrantz’s court- 
ordered release. Davis once vowed 
to stop the parole of all convicted 


killers but for the first time last 
week, he approved the parole of 
an inmate convicted of second- 
degree murder. Rose Ann Parker, 
41, will be released in December. 
She shot her boyfriend to death in 
1986. Davis said she was worthy of 
parole because her case had “the 
characteristics of battered 
women’s syndrome, a now legally 
recognized defense which was not 
available at the time of her trial.” 

Last Thursday, the first con¬ 
victed murderer released during 
the Davis administration left 
prison after 15 years. Jane Woods, 
37, was convicted of second-de¬ 
gree murder for asking two co¬ 
workers to assault her boyfriend, 
who she says routinely beat her. 
One of the co-workers fatally 
stabbed the man. Davis had op¬ 
posed her parole but she was re¬ 
leased because her parole had al¬ 
ready been approved under for¬ 
mer Governor Pete Wilson’s ad¬ 


ministration. 

Rosenkrantz’s parole fight has 
been tied up in the courts for two 
years. A Superior Court judge or¬ 
dered him released on September 
14 but the 2nd District Court of 
Appeals granted a temporary stay 
of release the next day just seconds 
before he would have walked out 
of prison. 

Rosenkrantz’s parole hopes 
were dealt another major setback 
last Thursday when the appeals 
court overruled the Superior 
Court’s immediate release order 
and made Rosenkrantz’s stay of 
release permanent. That decision 
came as a surprise to many be¬ 
cause of the parole board’s recent 
admission it made “misrepresen¬ 
tations” in the case. 

On September 14, the Board of 
Prison Terms reversed its June 30 
order that allowed for 
Rosenkrantz’s parole. The board

Registration deadline 
near for November election

IPS ive - count ’em - five days, 
jp That’s how long you have to 
S register to vote in the No¬ 
vember 7 presidential election, if 
you haven’t already, or if you have 
moved residences or changed 
names since the last time you reg¬ 
istered. 

In addition to the hotly con¬ 
tested presidential race, voters will 
be electing a U.S. senator in Cali¬ 
fornia. In San Francisco, voters 
will be electing supervisors by dis¬ 
trict, and in other parts of the Bay 
Area there are gay and lesbian can¬ 
didates in runoff elections for city 
councils in San Jos^(Ken Yeager) 
and Oakland (Rebecca Kaplan). * 

The deadline to turn in your 
signed form is midnight this Tues¬ 
day, October 10. It’s the first ex¬ 
tended deadline for the San Fran¬ 
cisco Department of Elections, 
which plans to close westbound 
Grove Street that evening and 
have a “drive-through registration 
party” where volunteers with 
flashlights will help, all those last- 
minute registrants, according to 
DOE spokeswoman Christiane 
Hayashi. That’s if you register in 
person; to register via mail your 
application must simply be post¬ 
marked by October 10. 

If there is one thing that the 
elections department would like 
to stress to voters this year, it’s that 
the San Francisco tradition of 
wandering into any old polling 
place must come to an end. That’s 
because district elections mean 
that only district-specific candi¬ 
dates will be at their correspond¬ 


ing polling sites. If you have 
moved and not re-registered, 
you’ll have to fill out a provisional 
ballot envelope “which is huge, 
and takes a lot of time,” said 
Hayashi. And if you stop in at the 
nearest polling place and it doesn’t 
match the district in which you 
live, according to Hayashi, “there’s 
a very good chance that your vote 
will not count.” 

There are a few ways to beat 
this confusion, however. If you’re 
uncertain which district you live 
in, you can visit DOE’s Web site, 
which will tell you. Other options 
include voting absentee - your 
ballot must be received by 5 p.m. 
on October 31 - or voting early at 
City Hall, which begins on Octo¬ 
ber 10; hours are weekdays from 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m. and weekends from 
10 a.m. to 4 p.m. But that still 
doesn’t eliminate the extra paper¬ 
work for a voter who has moved 
and not re-registered, so unless 
you have extensive documenta¬ 
tion of your old and new names 
and/or residences, fill out that easy 
form once again. 

This year is a chance to make 
history, to elect someone who ac¬ 
tually serves you and is not be¬ 
holden to big money with the re¬ 
turn of district elections in San 
Francisco. Don’t blow it by not 
registering to vote.

DPH retracts previous 
statements - again

I p here has been “nothing 
above normal” in the rates 
I of rectal gonorrhea infec¬ 
tion among men who sex with 
men. This statement was made to 
the Bay Area Reporter last week by 
Dr. Gwen Hammer, epidemiolo¬ 
gist at the San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health. 

Her announcement came on 
September 26, a day after DPH 
sent out its monthly sexually 
transmitted disease report that re¬ 
included rectal gonorrhea rates 
for the month of August. Rectal 
gonorrhea rates had been sudden¬ 
ly dropped from the July report, 
suspiciously and immediately 
after they were referred to as evi¬ 
dence of an HIV surge among gay 
men in San Francisco. Due to fac¬ 
tors such as an increase in rectal 
gonorrhea rates, said DPH in July, 
local experts could predict a surge 
in HIV seroconversion among 
men who have sex with men. But 
then, just days after that state¬ 
ment, those gonorrhea rates were 
missing from the usually detailed 
STD report. 

In fact, there was no increase in 
male rectal gonorrhea rates, not in 
the recent past anyway. 

The total cases for the month 
of July, finally disclosed by DPH 
after months of inquiry, was 16. 

Let’s back up and review histo¬ 
ry. 

Somewhere within the walls of 
DPH, a media “leak” occurred at 


the end of June to the San Francis¬ 
co Chronicle , disclosing that the 
city’s new HIV infections had 
doubled and were now at a “sub- 
Saharan African” rate. The story 
flew across the country and was 
picked up by the New York Times 
as evidence of a national surge in 
HIV, thanks to the irresponsible 
behavior of gay men. Days after 
the original Chronicle story broke, 
Dr. Willi McFarland told the 
B.A.R. that those numbers were 
not official and that his “sub-Sa¬ 
haran” comment was “unfortu¬ 
nate.” 

But alas, as Board of Supervi¬ 
sors President Tom Ammiano told 
a crowd of angry people demand¬ 
ing to know the real rates of HIV 
transmission, “The damage had 
been done,” and no mainstream 
newspaper bothered to follow up 
that in fact DPH had retracted its 
earlier numbers. 

Still, at this public hearing 
called by Ammiano in July, DPH 
Director Dr. Mitchell Katz insist¬ 
ed that there was an HIV surge, as 
evidenced by certain “HIV indica¬ 
tors,” like the increase in rectal 
gonorrhea. 

Then, quick as he said it, the 
rectal gonorrhea rates disappeared 
from the STD report. 

Now they’re back, and accord¬ 
ing to reports, rectal gonorrhea 
rates did not see marked increase 
in July or throughout 1999 and, so 
far, 2000. For August 2000, the rate 
had increased slightly from July, to 
22 cases. But according to previ¬ 
ous STD reports, a jump by five to 


10 cases in one month is not un¬ 
usual in the overall annual data. 

Whether there was an increase 
from years before remains to be 
determined; the B.A.R. has re¬ 
quested this information, along 
with the number of men who 
have been tested. 

That it has been excruciatingly 
difficult to get information of San 
Francisco’s Department of Public 
Health is an understatement. That 
the DPH continues to issue mis¬ 
leading statements to a wide audi¬ 
ence, then retract those statements 
to a small circle, is troubling. To be 
fair, DPH spokeswoman Eileen 
Shields has been exemplary in re¬ 
turning phone calls this week, but 
that is at the media level and does 
not begin to fix what has already 
been announced to the public by 
those at the top. 

Now, as San Franciscans try 
once again to decipher what the 
true health statistics may be, the 
rest of the nation and even some 
residents continue to believe that 
the city’s HIV cases have doubled 
to 900, when DPH is now saying 
that 500-600 new cases exist. At 
the very least, however, DPH has 
decided to continue to include 
rectal gonorrhea rates in its 
monthly STD report, which is a 
welcome change in policy. There 
is an added statistic to these re¬ 
ports as well: male rectal proctitis 
cases. This data will now be in¬ 
cluded in the monthly STD report 
along with rectal gonorrhea. ▼

Angels, Kutteles 
headline SLDN benefit

I ts Fleet Week in San Francis¬ 
co, and what better way to cel¬ 
ebrate than to join one of 
America’s moms in the fight 
against anti-gay bigotry in the 
military? 

They may or may not know it, 
but the jet pilots of the Blue Angels 
will be the featured performers at a 
picnic for the Servicemembers 
Legal Defense Network this Sun¬ 
day, October 8 at Treasure Island’s 
Casa de la Vista in San Francisco. 

And Pat Kutteles will be the 
featured speaker at the noontime 
picturesque fundraiser scheduled 
on the decommissioned former 
Naval island off the western end of 
the Bay Bridge. 

The SLDN Web site for the 
event explains why. 

“The Army called Pat Kutteles 
at 7 a.m. on July 5,1999 to tell her 
that her son, Barry, had been at¬ 
tacked. While fat and her hus¬ 
band, Wally, frantically packed to 
drive from Missouri to Fort 
Campbell, Kentucky, the Army 
called back and said, ‘Don’t drive. 
Fly.’ That was the beginning of 
their nightmare. Their son had 


been murdered.” 

Last week, the Army again de¬ 
nied culpability in the murder of 
Kutteles’s son, Private First Class 
Barry Winchell, who was attacked 
while sleeping in his bunk by fel¬ 
low service members who per¬ 
ceived him to be gay, stating that 
the $1.8 million wrongful death 
suit had been filed under the 
wrong Act of Congress - the Mil¬ 
itary Claims Act rather than the 
Federal Tort Claims Act. Yet even 
if the suit had been filed under the 
latter, the Army claims in a letter 
received by Kutteles’s attorney and 
released to the Associated Press, 
the military service won’t have to 
pay a dime because the Supreme 
Court has limited damages 
payable in the civilian court. 

The suit alleges that the Army 
knew that Winchell was being ha¬ 
rassed for months prior to his 
death, but did nothing to stop it. 

“I’m very upset and very dis¬ 
appointed and also angry that 
they don’t care enough about his 
death to even consider the merits 
of the claim,” Kutteles said, quoted 
in an AP story. 

Her attorney called the Army’s 
legal move a “procedural dodge,” 
and promised to appeal. 


Private Calvin Glover was sen¬ 
tenced to life in prison for mur¬ 
dering Winchell, and a second sol¬ 
dier was sentenced to 12 and a half 
years for lying to investigators. 

“We are honored to have Mrs. 
Kutteles joining us here in San 
Francisco,” said C. Dixon Osburn, 
SLDN co-executive director. 
“Without her efforts, a number of 
positive changes under way in the 
Pentagon, including a recently an¬ 
nounced program to curb anti¬ 
gay harassment in the ranks, 
would not have been possible.

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Jay Bagi faces the bully 


District 5 candidate decides to fight

W hen Jay Bagi was just a 
sliver of the man he is 
now, he came out while 
attending high school, founded 
Albuquerque’s first gay and les¬ 
bian youth group, and went on to 
march as the youngest person in 
that city’s Pride Parade in 1979. 

Flash forward 21 years and 
you’ll find the same Bagi that sees 
everything through to the end; the 
candidate running for supervisor in 
District 5 doesn’t just have a 
brochure, but a dozen pages outlin¬ 
ing a specific housing and home¬ 
lessness plan for San Francisco. 

Bagi, 37, is a 13-year resident of 
San Francisco and of his district, 
which connects the dots from 
Judah to 19th Avenue, Lincoln, 
Stanyan, Geary, Presidio, Buena 
Vista, Laguna, California, Duboce, 
and Parnassus. In the restaurant 
business since age 11, Bagi has had 
to hang up his chef’s hat to cam¬ 
paign, because the regular restau¬ 
rant schedule interferes with his 
daylight working hours. 

“People don’t like it,” he said, 
“when you knock on their door at 
one in the morning.” 

A Green Party member who 
recently “had to leave the Democ-

onoma County may be a gay 
'--Zb resort haven, but for queer 
ipr youth and young adults it can 
often feel like the rural trap many 
gays left behind.

Owens, according to Bagi, “has 
a less than stellar record,” and 
Gonzalez, while Bagi agrees with 
his platform, did happen to just 
arrive in the district.

teers are already busy spreading 
the word and designing the pro¬ 
gram’s Web site, and a kickoff bar¬ 
becue is planned for October 22.

self pro-tenant; he opposes, for in¬ 
stance, any efforts to outlaw con¬ 
dominium conversions and ten¬ 
ancies in common, because be be¬ 
lieves it will result in a loss of 
property stock and “ultimately 
hurt the very people the measure 
is intended to help.” He does, 
however, call for tenants to be able 
to purchase their own building 
and for the city to aid them in the 
down payment process. 

On homelessness, Bagi first 
wants to take a census count of the 
population, then build shelter on 
the Presidio and Treasure Island, 
with an emphasis on children’s 
needs and education. He also pro¬ 
poses a mobile psychiatric outreach 
service to assist those with mental 
illnesses on the streets. But on the 
other hand he would like to “dis¬ 
courage people of limited capabili¬ 
ties from migrating here,” including 
anyone who still thinks of San 
Francisco as a “Summer of Love 
utopia ... and lives without any so¬ 
cial restraints or responsibilities.” 

Bagi says he advocates for a 
grassroots democracy, and a city 
in which the decisions are not 
made or influenced by the very 
few. Currently endorsed by the 
Chinese-American Democratic 
Club and Adopt-a-Muni, he says 
he decided to run because in this 
machine-politics town, “it’s fight 
or flight.” 

“It’s like having a big bully who 
takes your milk money every 
week,” said Bagi. “At some point 
you just have to stand up.” ▼

Democratic participation 


T he first presidential debate took place 
Tuesday night, and while there were 
no gay-related questions posed by 
moderator Jim Lehrer, the exchanges be¬ 
tween Democratic candidate Vice Presi¬ 
dent Al Gore and Republican Texas Gover¬ 
nor George W. Bush showed us why it is es¬ 
sential for the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender communities to support Gore 
on November 7. In many ways, the stakes 
couldn’t be higher. Do we want to move 
forward with progress on equal rights for 
the gay community? Do we want a hand in 
participating in shaping the policy debates? 
Do we want a U.S. Supreme Court that will 
broadly interpret the Constitution, rather 
than chip rights away? 

The answer to all of these questions is a 
resounding “yes.” 

During the debate, both candidates 
showed where they stand on the question 
of appointing Supreme Court justices, and 
there is every indication that the next pres¬ 
ident will get a chance to make several of 
those appointments. Gore hit the nail on 
the head when he pointed out that Bush’s 
position of picking “strict constructionists” 
was code for choosing judges who would 
overturn Roe v. Wade, the court’s landmark 
abortion ruling. Bush said that he wanted 
justices who “look at the Constitution as 
sacred,” while Gore believes in appointing 
justices who may see fit to interpret the 
Constitution to reflect changing times. 

Just think of what would have hap¬ 
pened had some of those conservative jus¬ 
tices, such as Antonin Scalia and Clarence 
Thomas, been in the minority on the infa¬ 
mous Boy Scout decision the court handed 
down in June, when they ruled to allow the 
Boy Scouts of America to discriminate 
against gay troop leaders. The razor-close 
5-4 majority might have been reversed in 
favor of outlawing such blatant sexual ori¬ 
entation discrimination. 

Gore is also on record in support of the 
Employment Non-Discrimination Act and 
hate crimes legislation, and he said earlier 
in the campaign that the flawed “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” policy covering gays and 
lesbians serving in the military isn’t work¬ 
ing. 

By contract, Bush is against the ad¬ 


vancement of equal rights in the work¬ 
place, and he steadfastly supports DADT. If 
Bush is elected, he’s pledged to bring into 
his Cabinet one of the architects of DADT, 
retired General Colin Powell, who 
turned against President Clinton’s 
attempt to lift the ban on gays in 
the military during the early 
part of his administration. Is 
that what we want? 

There are significant differences 
between Gore and Bush, and we would 
remind readers who are consid¬ 
ering a vote for Green Party 
candidate Ralph Nader: Don’t 
do it. Nader is falling in the 
polls and has no reasonable 
chance of winning. The only thing Nader 
has is the ability to siphon votes away from 
Gore. In other words, a vote for Nader is a 
vote for Bush. This is the tightest election 
in two decades, and LGBT voters, who are 
some of the most politically savvy in the 


country, should see through Nader’s rants 
about there being no differences between 
Gore and Bush. 

We also want to emphasize to readers 
that this Tuesday, October 10, is the dead¬ 
line to register to vote in next month’s 
election. If you aren’t registered, call 
the Department of Elections or get 
on the Web and sign up before Tues¬ 
day. (For more information, see our 
story on page 3.) We urged readers to 
register before the March primary 
^ because of the anti-gay Propo¬ 
sition 22 that was on the bal¬ 
lot then; this time the stakes 
are much higher. We have a 
chance to continue on the 
road to equality by helping to elect Al Gore 
president. That opportunity would surely 
be lost irrevocably should George W. Bush 
prevail. 

You can’t participate in democracy if 
you’re not registered to vote. Just do it. ▼ 




Give SF voters credit, please

Demands no more ads 

As a person living with HIV and hepatitis C, as well 
as being a founding member of an organization com¬ 
mitted to nonviolent direct action in patient advoca¬ 
cy (Hepatitis C Action 8c Advocacy Coalition - San 
Francisco), I am disappointed that the B.A.R. 

has chosen to print an advertisement 
I sponsored by the group calling itself ACT 
UP/San Francisco. 

In its ad this group states that its 
members will stop being “disruptive” 
only when certain listed conditions of 
theirs are met. Based on this group’s 
demonstrated public behavior and 
statements, the word “disruptive” here 
is a euphemism for verbal and physical terrorism. This 
behavior is unacceptable. It is time to hold this group 
accountable for its actions. 

I support the B.A.R. in its inclusive written policy 
on the acceptance of advertisements. Members of 
ACT UP/San Francisco are entitled to their anti-sci¬ 
entific beliefs. However they do not have a right to 
perpetrate violence in our community. Nor do they 
have a right to a public forum to continue to threat¬ 
en to commit such violence if we do not meet their 
demands. This group has forfeited its right to be re¬ 
spected and listened to as long as it holds our right to 
public safety hostage. 

As a responsibility to our community, I demand 
that the B.A.R. refuse to print any more advertise¬ 
ments, or other materials from members of ACT 
UP/San Francisco, or any such violent group, until 
such time as it publicly renounces its proven record 
of terrorist threats and actions.

How would 
any of us feel if Proposition A were rejected and later 
on kids were killed in the Noe Valley branch as a result 
of a major earthquake? Don’t discount the possibili¬ 
ty, either. The children’s room in the Noe Valley 
branch was built in 1916 and is extremely vulnerable 
to collapse.

Sex is complicated 

While I applaud Mr. Casale’s [Mailstrom, Septem¬ 
ber 7] decision to choose and stick to a safer-sex reg¬ 
imen, it’s clear that such a decision is not so easy for 
many others. Regardless of how the numbers are 
crunched, it’s apparent that HIV transmission rates 
are rising again in our community. As Mr. Casale 
points out, the reasons for the rise in transmission are 
complicated. Clearly, the “use a condom every time” 
message, like the infamous “just say no” is unrealistic 
and inadequate. 

Our sexual behaviors as gay, bi, and trans men, 
combined with our group and community identities 
make for^a complicated set of factors that influence 
decision-making. Any move toward a prevention 
model that takes into account how we make decisions, 
and encourages us to think critically about what we 
are willing to do, or not, is an important step toward 
a new paradigm in prevention for our community. 

While DPH’s new 11-point action plan and the 
B.A.R.’s recent articles detailing harm reduction 
strategies may seem unduly complicated, they to¬ 
gether serve to encourage us to discuss what is really 
happening, to move toward new and unique ways to 
help us make better decisions, and to ensure the 
health of our community.

Dilemma around rectal microbicides 

Congratulations to Terry Beswick for the excellent 
article on the dangers of N-9 used in the rectum and 
to B.A.R. for helping inform our community [“N-9 
can cause HIV infection,” September 7]. 

I am the co-principal investigator with David 
Phillips of one of the studies discussed in the article. 
Dave first showed that when mice have an N-9 prod¬ 
uct put in their rectums and are challenged with her¬ 
pes, they become infected more quickly, have worse 
lesions and die much faster than those in the control 
groups. Together, Dave and I found that N-9 products 
cause even greater erosion of the rectal lining in hu¬ 
mans than in mice. The research has been accepted 
for publication in a peer reviewed journal and is en¬ 
titled, “Nonoxynol-9 Causes Rapid Exfoliation of 
Sheets of Rectal Epithelium.” 

Beswick also discusses the recent study in which 
African female sex workers given a gel “laced with N- 
9” became infected more quickly and in greater num¬ 
bers than the women given an identical placebo with¬ 
out N-9. The N-9 product used was Advantage S, for¬ 
merly known as Advantage 24. 

This same product was tested on a large number 
of gay men’s rectums by researchers at Washington 
State University, Seattle. During the International 
AIDS Conference in Vancouver in 1998, the re¬ 
searchers stated that Advantage 24 did not cause irri¬ 
tation. How could findings of a deadly N-9 product 
be so different from what David and I observed? The 
answer is simple. A critical basic issue had not been 
addressed in their research design: the length of time 
from product application and potential damage to re¬ 
pair by the rectum. 

David discovered in mice that once the irritating 
product was gone, the mouse rectum quickly repaired 
itself - often within 10 minutes to an hour. In our 
study with humans, we found that the N-9 damage 
had been done within minutes and was repaired when 
we checked eight to 10 hours later. Washington state 
researchers didn’t study the gay guys’ rectums after 
application of N-9 until several days had passed. 

There are many other basic questions which must 
be answered in order to create rectal microbicides. 
They could be solved fairly easily and at relatively lit¬ 
tle cost; but until the most basic research is per¬ 
formed, progress in HIV prevention beyond condoms 
during anal intercourse is very unlikely. 

We all have the need and right to protect our in¬ 
ternal erogenous zones with more than condoms re¬ 
gardless of gender and power issues. Second, “hetero¬ 
sexual sex” is obviously not limited to vaginal inter¬ 
course. The fact is, microbicide development began as 
part of reproductive health and has remained there. 
The politics of sex research and sodomy, political in¬ 
difference, and the assumption that what works for 
the vagina will work in the anus combine to prevent 
rectal microbicide development. 

Our collective inaction is murder in the name of 
manners, morals, and purported feminist politics. We 
must demand rectal microbicide development now.

San Francisco 
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11 states elect 
governors in November

T hough the races have been 
largely overshadowed by 
one of the closest contests 
for president in decades and a 
fierce battle for control of the 
House of Representatives, there 
are 11 gubernatorial races across 
the country to be decided next 
month, with several being highly 
competitive. 

Republicans currently hold a 
30-18 edge over Democrats in the 
nation’s governors; two states, 
Minnesota and Maine, have inde¬ 
pendent governors. In November, 
four Democratic incumbents and 
two Republican incumbents will 
be seeking re-election; 
there are also five open 
governor races, two of 
which are currently held 
by Republicans and three 
by Democrats. 

The 11 governor¬ 
ships to be decided 
this year is a 
small number 
compared to 
two years ago 
when 36 states held gubernatorial 
contests. None of the 10 most 
populous states have races next 
month, but the winners of the 
contests in the 11 states deciding 
control of their statehouses will 
have enormous influence when 
the state legislatures begin to re¬ 
draw the boundaries of congres¬ 
sional and state legislative districts 
after the 2000 census. This fact has 
not been lost on either major 
party as tens of millions of dollars 
are being spent by both the Re¬ 
publican and Democratic parties 
in hopes of changing some of the 
state election results on November 
7. 

Democratic strategists expect 
to pick up three of the GOP-held 
gubernatorial seats this Novem¬ 
ber, though Republican officials 
say they will likely hold their own 
after next month’s election. De¬ 
mocrats feel they have a good 
chance of picking up Republican- 
held governor’s seats in Montana 
where Democratic state Auditor 
Mark O’Keefe is facing GOP 
Lieutenant Governor Judy Martz 
in the contest to succeed termed- 
out Republican Marc Racicot. In 
North Dakota, Democratic state 
Attorney General Heidi 
Heitkamp is thought to be lead¬ 
ing GOP bank executive John 
Hoeven. In West Virginia, Repre¬ 
sentative Robert Wise (D) is said 
to be currently ahead of incum¬ 
bent GOP Governor Cecil Un¬ 
derwood. 

Democratic incumbents 
thought to be in re-election trou¬ 
ble are from New England where 
New Hampshire Governor 
Jeanne Shaheen (D) faces a 
tough challenge from former U.S. 
Senator Gordon Humphrey, the 
Republican, and in Vermont 
where Democratic Governor 
Howard Dean, in trouble for sup¬ 
porting a controversial measure 
that recognizes gay relationships, 
as legal civil unions, is facing a 
tough campaign from Republican 
Ruth Dwyer, a conservative for¬ 
mer state legislator who has made 
the gay issue a staple of her cam¬ 
paign. 

Of the open gubernatorial 
races, Missouri, North Carolina, 
and Delaware, all currently De¬ 
mocrat-controlled, are expected 
to stay in Democratic hands while 


Utah will stay safe for the Repub¬ 
licans. 

Will the 30-18 Republican edge 
change at all after next months 
general election? Probably. Look 
for Democrats to gain two seats - 
West Virginia and Montana 
(North Dakota is a tossup); since 
Governors Jesse Ventura of 
Minnesota and Angus King of 
Maine aren’t up for election this 
year, the nation’s gubernatorial 
lineup next year will likely be 28 
Republicans, 20 Democrats and 
two independents. 

The abortion factor 

The Clinton administration’s 
decision last week to allow the 
drug RU-486 to be used in 
the United States im¬ 
mediately brings the 
abortion debate back 
to the forefront of 
the presidential race. 
The Food and Drug 
Administration an¬ 
nounced that it will 
allow medical 
professionals 
to administer 
the drug, 
mifepristone, to terminate early 
pregnancies. The reaction on both 
sides of the abortion issue was 
typically polarized, with anti¬ 
abortion activists accusing Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton of cynically ma¬ 
nipulating the FDA in his final 
months in office and the abor¬ 
tion-rights supporters hailing the 
decision as a major milestone in 
women’s rights and the quest for 
universal access to abortion. 

The revival of the divisive issue 
was certainly unwelcome news for 
Texas Governor George W. 
Bush, the anti-abortion Republi¬ 
can presidential nominee. Know¬ 
ing the volatility of the abortion 
issue and considering his own po¬ 
sition on it, particularly among 
the nation’s female voters, Bush 
rarely addresses the abortion sub¬ 
ject, but opposes the landmark 
Roe v. Wade Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion of 1973 that legalized the 
procedure, and most feel that if 
elected president, Bush would 
move quickly to appoint Supreme 
Court justices posed to reverse the 
1973 decision. 

Vice President Al Gore, the 
Democratic presidential nominee, 
is unequivocally in the abortion- 
rights camp, and is supported by 
most pro-choice women’s groups. 
Gore’s campaign immediately re¬ 
leased a statement saying that “the 
vice president is pleased with the 
FDA’s decision to approve use of 
the drug RU-486.” 

Politics and people 

Al Gore and Dubya Bush have 
both taken their television ap¬ 
pearances to extremes with guest 
shots on MTV (at least Gore was¬ 
n’t asked what kind of underwear 
he uses), and shows with Oprah 
Winfrey, Regis Philbin, Jay 
Leno, and David Letterman. 
What’s next - cooking with 
Martha Stewart or doing an ex¬ 
ercise with the insufferable 
Richard Simmons? A reader 
writes that this all started with Bill 
Clinton playing a saxophone on 
television. Wrong. Richard Nixon 
years earlier made a hyped ap¬ 
pearance on Saturday Night Live 
(or was it Laugh-In) and it went 
downhill from there. 

San Francisco’s powerful Police 
Officers Association (SFPOA) has 
recommended the election of 



openly gay supervisor candidates 
Chris Dittenhafer in District 6, 
Mark Leno in District 8, and 
Tom Ammiano in District 9. 

Marijuana is on the ballot 
across the West in next month’s 
election, from proposals to allow 
its medicinal use in Colorado and 
Nevada to measures that would let 
it flourish in Alaska and Califor¬ 
nia’s Mendocino County. Nevada 
and Colorado voters will decide if 
marijuana should be legal for 
medicinal use and recent polls 
suggest passage in both states. 
Under Mendocino County’s Mea¬ 
sure G, adults could grow 25 pot 
plants apiece, but not for sale or 
transporting. The sheriff and 
prosecutor in that county would 
make marijuana crime their low¬ 
est priority and county officials 
would seek an end to state and 
federal marijuana laws. There’s no 
organized opposition - little sur¬ 
prise in an area whose yearly mar¬ 
ijuana crop has a street value of 
around $1 billion. Nevada voters 
already approved medicial mari¬ 
juana by a 59 percent vote in 1998; 
a second “yes” vote is needed to 
modify the state’s constitution to. 
allow medicinal marijuana use. 

Republican veep nominee 
Dick Cheney and his wife, the 
acid-tongued television commen¬ 
tator and author Lynne Cheney, 
were more than a bit surprised last 
week when reporters disclosed to 
them who is playing the role of 
Cheney to help Lieberman pre¬ 
pare for this week’s veep debate. 
When told it is Washington liter¬ 
ary agent and attorney Robert 
Barnett, Lynne Cheney gasped, 
“He’s my book agent!” quickly 
adding: “my former agent!” 

Meanwhile, there was Dick Ch¬ 
eney appearing in Lancaster, Cal¬ 
ifornia alongside state Senator 
Pete Knight (R-Palmdale), who 
sponsored the homophobic 
Proposition 22 that limits valid 
marriages to those between a man 
and a woman. Knight was among 
a small group of former fighter pi¬ 
lots Cheney was honoring. When 
asked specifically about Knight, 
Cheney, the first major party 
nominee for vice president to have 
an openly gay child, snapped “I 
can’t think of a finer group of 
Americans; I’m proud to share the 
stage with them.” 

An early look at next month’s 
San Francisco supervisorial con¬ 
tests: Slam dunk wins for incum¬ 
bent Gavin Newsom in District 2 
(he is unopposed) and Supe Tom 
Ammiano in District 9; Supervi¬ 
sor Alicia Becerril likely to even¬ 
tually lose to Aaron Peskin or 
Lawrence Wong in District 3; In¬ 
cumbent Leland Lee leading his 
top opponent, Tom Hsieh in Dis¬ 
trict 4; Juanita Owens, Matt 
Gonzalez, and Agar Jaicks in a 
tossup contest in District 5; a sim¬ 
ilar tossup contest between Chris 
Dittenhafer, Chris Daly and 
Beryl Magilavy in District 6 
(Hank Wilson is a factor there as 
well); Supervisor Mabel Teng 
could lose to challenger Tony Hall 
in District 7; Supervisor Mark 
Leno has real opposition from 
Eileen Hansen in District 8, but 
Leno still wins; former Planning 
Commissioner Linda Richard¬ 
son ahead in District 10, but So¬ 
phie Maxwell could still pull that 
one out; Supervisor Amos Brown 
in big trouble in District 11 and is 
likely to lose his seat to Rebecca 
Silverberg or Steven Currier.

C BS missed an opportunity to 
address homophobia when 
it ignored the anti-gay re¬ 
marks made by George, one of the 
housemates on the reality show 
Big Brother.

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If Gore wins

O n November 8, the country 
will wake up to a new presi¬ 
dent-elect and a new Con¬ 
gress. If Gore wins, as national gay 
groups urge, he will either be ac¬ 
companied by a Democratic Con¬ 
gress (Scenario #1) or a Congress 
still at least partly controlled by 
Republicans (Scenario #2). 
What do these Gore-as-presi- 
dent scenarios offer gays? 

Scenario # 1: Under this 
potential outcome, A1 
Gore is elected president 
and Democrats take control of 
both the U.S. House of Rep¬ 
resentatives and the 
U.S. Senate. Gay ad¬ 
vocates will dance in 
the streets. There will 
be high hopes that Gore and the 
Democrats will keep their many 
promises to gays. 

The two items on which a De¬ 
mocrat-controlled government is 
most likely to deliver are, in order 
of likelihood, federal hate crimes 
legislation and federal employ¬ 
ment non-discrimination protec¬ 
tion (ENDA). Gore mentioned 
both of these in his speech accept¬ 
ing the Democratic nomination. 
The Democratic platform was 
similarly explicit. 

Yet these items are also the most 
controversial among gays. And 
they are probably the least conse¬ 
quential in that their effect will be 
largely symbolic. There is no evi¬ 
dence that hate crimes legislation 
actually deters hate crimes. It is 
likely unconstitutional. And anti- 
discrimination laws protecting 
gays, while defensible, are rarely 
used. The hostility still confronting 
gay America is simply deeper than 
these hortatory laws can reach. 

Under Scenario #1, watch for 
action on two other issues that 
would have much greater substan¬ 
tive impact on the lives of gay 
Americans. With Democrats in 
charge of the government, there 
should be no excuse for inaction 
(or half-hearted action) on them. 
First, will Gore keep his 


promise to get Congress to lift the 
ban on gays in the military? 

Second, will the Democrats 
fulfill their platform pledge to 
offer gay couples benefits through 
a domestic partners law covering 
federal employees? Last week on 
Larry King Live Gore averred that 
a gay couple is “a family.” Does he 
mean it? 

Despite what Gore’s gay sup¬ 
porters say, don’t get your 
hopes up. We’ve been down 
the road whereon a De¬ 
mocratic presidential 
candidate promises lots 
and delivers little. With 
Democrats in control of the 
presidency and both houses 
of Congress from 
1993 to 1995 we got 
... “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell.” Gore didn’t 
mention either the military ban or 
federal domestic partners legisla¬ 
tion in his acceptance speech. The 
Democratic platform was, at best, 
vague on both. 

My hunch is, once Gore passes 
hate crimes and employment pro¬ 
tection, national gay groups will 
effectively let him off the hook on 
the military ban and domestic 
partners benefits. They will blame 
the GOP, or the Joint Chiefs, or 
the alignment of Saturn and 
Pluto, but not the Democrats. If 
Scenario #1 transpires, look out 
for a Clinton redux. 

The upshot: Under this most 
optimistic configuration, hate 
crimes legislation and ENDA will 
pass but there will be no repeal of 
the anti-gay military ban and no 
meaningful federal domestic part¬ 
ners law. 

Scenario #2: Under this potential 
outcome, Al Gore is elected presi¬ 
dent yet Republicans retain control 
of the House or the Senate or both. 
This is essentially the balance of 
power in the government since 
1994 - a Democratic president and 
the GOP running Congress. 

Scenario #2 is the most likely 
outcome of the election. Gore has 
to be considered a slight favorite 
because of the good economy. If 
he wins, it seems probable De-

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mocrats will take the House. The 
Senate seems less likely to fall to 
the Democrats. 

Under Scenario #2, a federal 
hate crimes law is still a good bet 
to pass. Since it is the only gay-re¬ 
lated item Gore routinely men¬ 
tions in his campaign, he is more 
likely to fight for it than anything 
else on the wish list of national 
gay organizations. Alone among 
items on their agendas, hate 
crimes legislation has significant 
bipartisan support. Combine that 
with the fact that Gore will enjoy 
immense popularity and defer¬ 
ence as a new president and I 
think GOP leaders will have to 
cave on the issue of hate crimes. 

ENDA is less likely to pass 
under this scenario. Gore almost 
never mentions it, which suggests 
it’s not much of a priority for him. 
He has never explained the need 
for it in his speeches to main¬ 
stream audiences, most of whom 
have no idea what the acronym 
“ENDA” stands for. Democrats 
didn’t even hold a hearing on a 
similar bill when they controlled 
the White House and Congress as 
recently as six years ago. 

Gore will blame GOP opposi¬ 
tion in Congress for the failure of 
ENDA, even though he will devote 
no political resources or time in 
the bully pulpit to it. 

Under this scenario, you can 
forget about repealing the ban on 
gays in the military or passing do¬ 
mestic partners legislation. De¬ 
mocrats will introduce pro forma 
bills to achieve these goals but 
they will go nowhere. Gore will do

Got safety? New ads 
target pedestrians , drivers

Igp he Castro will likely be one 
of the San Francisco neigh- 
m borhoods targeted by a new 
pedestrian safety campaign. 

The project will include clocks 
that countdown the seconds peo¬ 
ple have left to cross the street, 
large fluorescent warning signs, 
and a “Slow It Down” ad cam¬ 
paign urging drivers and pedes¬ 
trians to be more careful. 

“We will be prioritizing and 
will be looking at doing some¬ 
thing at those six-legged intersec¬ 
tions at 16th and Market and 17th 
and Market,” said Nick Carr, the 
pedestrian and bicycle safety co¬ 
ordinator in the San Francisco 
Department of Parking and Traf¬ 
fic. 

Twenty-eight pedestrians have 
been killed on San Francisco 
streets this year, including a man 
who was struck by a car last Mon¬ 
day. A San Francisco gay man, 
Barry Gumb, 31, was killed Au¬ 
gust 28 when he was struck by a 
hit-and-run driver at the 
16th/Market/Noe intersection. 

That crossing is the most dan¬ 
gerous intersection in the Castro, 
according to the Department of 
Parking and Traffic. Ten accidents 
involving pedestrians were re¬ 
ported there from 1995 to 1999. 
In that same period, there were 
nine pedestrian accidents at the 
14th/Market/Church intersection 
and eight at the 17th/Market/Cas- 
tro crossing. 

The intersection of 6th and 
Mission had the worst accident 
toll during that same period with 


17 reported accidents involving 
pedestrians. The chairman of the 
Pedestrian Safety Task Force, 
Howard Strassner, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the intersection 
was probably so dangerous be¬ 
cause of the large number of in¬ 
toxicated people who hang out in 
the area. 

This month, four countdown 
clocks will be installed around 
City Hall, and 10 others will be 
installed at other busy intersec¬ 
tions in the city. Carr said it had¬ 
n’t been determined yet whether 
to put any of those clocks in the 
Castro. 

The pedestrian awareness ad 
campaign will include several eye¬ 
catching posters which will be 
displayed on Muni buses, bus stop 
shelters and on taxis. One shows 
an elderly woman crossing a street 
with a walker, the caption reads: 
“I’m sorry I ran over your grand¬ 
ma but I didn’t want to spill my 
latte.” Another shows a man jay¬ 
walking through traffic with the 
caption: “I walked in front of your 
car, and now I’m dead.” 

The pedestrian awareness 
campaign is the result of a safety 
summit that Supervisor Mabel 
Teng and Assemblyman Kevin 
Shelley held in May. 

The Goodby, Silverstein 8c 
Partners agency, the company that 
created the “Got Milk?” ads 
agreed to develop the pedestrian 
safety ads for free. The California 
State Automobile Association will 
be picking up the tab for printing 
costs. The CSAA also agreed to 
pay for some of the countdown 
clocks. Various other agencies are 
donating advertising space. T

Proposition L gaining 
unlikely support over K

want to get the word out that in 
no uncertain terms should voters 
favor Proposition K, unless they 
happen to enjoy eviction and 
overcrowded Muni busses that al¬ 
ready straddle both lanes of traf¬ 
fic. Proposition K was devised by 
Mayor Brown as a way to tame 


are mobilizations scheduled for 


space to double within the next 
year. It is also important to look at 
the tiny details of Proposition K 
and how they change existing city 
policy, repealing the power of dis¬ 
trict-elected officials, and creating 
yet another public office account¬ 
able to no outside body. Under 
Proposition K, a “Growth Czar” is 
created and appointed, whose first 
task is to scour each neighbor¬ 
hood for more building projects. 
The czar will be accountable to 
nobody, especially under Proposi¬ 
tion K’s guidelines that cal! for the 
Board of Supervisors to no longer 
have the power to limit commer¬ 
cial development. That means 
even those residents already bene¬ 
fiting from big projects could 
wake up tomorrow to a bulldozer 
outside their bedroom with no 
form of recourse. 

For Linnenbach and her 
clients, the issue goes far beyond 
opposing too much construction 
and the policies that have earned 
San Francisco the nickname of 
“city for sale.” 

“For one thing, there’s the chil¬ 
dren. I was recently at a dance club 
in a drug-free environment for 
kids, and I realized that they were 
at risk of displacement, too. So 
anyone who is saying in their 
campaigns that they ‘care about 
kids,’ better support Proposition 
L, so they’ll have a safe place to go. 
These are the issues that matter to 
people. 

“I think the administration 
will be very surprised to find the 
amount of conservative support 
going to Proposition L,” said Lin¬ 
nenbach. “People are beginning to 
smell a rat.” 

Proposition L is endorsed by 
Supervisors Tom Ammiano, Sue 
Bierman, and Mark Leno; former 
Supervisors Angela Alioto and 
Harry Britt; Carol Ruth Silver who 
was a supervisor and is running 
again in District 6; and San Fran¬ 
cisco Sheriff Michael Hennessey; 
not to mention a large list of po¬ 
litical, recreational, labor, and reli¬ 
gious groups, and an even bigger 
collection of high-profile individ¬ 
uals. 

Proposition K is endorsed by 
Mayor Brown, Supervisors Leslie 
Katz and Alicia Becerril, and a 
host of profitable developers. ▼

those long-term residents, and he 
makes no secret about it; a few 
weeks ago, Brown fired Planning 
Commissioner Dennis Antenore 
because he would not endorse 
what he saw as a “giveaway” to de¬ 
velopers. A rally was held on Sep¬ 
tember 25 on the steps of City 
Hall to support Antenore and 
Proposition L, an event that grew 
out of the growing discomfort 
that anyone in opposition to the 
mayor will be silenced, according 
to Linnenbach. 

“I hadn’t even taken an active 
role in the Proposition L cam¬ 
paign,” said Linnenbach. “But 
after Dennis was fired, I had to. If 
you can’t encourage debate, then 
we’re not coming up with creative 
solutions to our problems. We’re 
letting private businesses come in 
and say what they want the mayor 
to do for them. That’s not a de¬ 
mocratic process.” 

It’s not even that Linnenbach is 
anti-business, nor are her clients, 
who have reaped some benefits off 
the booming economy. But 
Proposition K, she said, does not 
plan for the future and instead 
will attract 60,00 new workers - 
many from outside the city - 
without adding any safeguards for 
people already living here. 

“Nobody wants the building in 
San Francisco to come to a grind¬ 
ing halt,” said Linnenbach. “We’re 
talking about responsibility, an 
open process, and god, just being 
able to find a parking space. We 
won’t be able to bring business to 
San Francisco if the city doesn’t 
work. And it doesn’t take a genius 
to figure out that if your Muni’s 
not working and no cars can get 
from point A to point B, then this 
won’t be a desirable place to 
come.” 

Linnenbach would rather cam¬ 
paign for Proposition L, she said, 
than wait for the consequences of 
unfettered growth. 

“In the end, it will be the tax¬ 
payers who are left to clean up the 
mess,” she said, “while the devel¬ 
opers have already sold their 
property and taken their profits to 
god knows where else.” 

Even if you’re in favor of big 
development, notes Linnenbach, 
it’s important to realize that 
Proposition L still allows office

I t wasn’t a battle that Christine 
Linnenbach planned to take 
on. 

The attorney, who represents a 
growing number of residents West 
of Twin Peaks on a variety of 
neighborhood issues, soon found, 
however, that she couldn’t remain 
silent: Proposition K must be de¬ 
feated, and Proposition L must 
pass. 

It isn’t even a simple matter of 
economics for Linnenbach’s 
clients; most of them are conserv¬ 
ative voters who supported Mayor 
Willie Brown in last year’s elec¬ 
tion. What it comes down to, she 
said, is a matter of due process, 
and the conservative people she 
represents are becoming more and 
more worried about how the city 
is being run. 

On November 7, San Francis¬ 
co voters will be asked to choose 
between two propositions on the 
ballot: Proposition K, which bills 
itself as “smart growth” while ex¬ 
panding loopholes that allow for 
millions of square feet in new 
construction and creating less 
public input into the planning 
process, and Proposition L, which 
promotes neighborhood control 
and asks that residents currently 
swamped with the side effects of 
big development be given a 
chance to breathe.

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

ZERIT® (stavudine), in combination with other antiretroviral agents, is indi¬ 
cated for the treatment of HIV-1 infection (see CLINICAL STUDIES). 

CLINICAL STUDIES 

Combination Therapy: The combination use of ZERIT is based on the results of clin¬ 
ical studies in HIV-infected patients in double- and triple-combination regimens with 
other antiretroviral agents. 

One of these studies (START 1) was a multicenter, randomized, open-label 
study comparing ZERIT (40 mg BID) plus lamivudine plus indinavir to zidovudine 
plus lamivudine plus indinavir in 202 treatment-naive patients. Both regimens 
resulted in a similar magnitude of inhibition of HIV RNA levels and increases in CD4 
cell counts through 48 weeks. 

Monotherapy: The efficacy of ZERIT was demonstrated in a randomized, double¬ 
blind study (AI455-019, conducted 1992-1994) comparing ZERIT with zidovudine 
in 822 patients with a spectrum of HIV-related symptoms. The outcome in terms 
of progression of HIV disease and death was similar for both drugs. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

ZERIT is contraindicated in patients with clinically significant hypersensitivity to stavu¬ 
dine or to any of the components contained in the formulation. 

WARNINGS 

1. Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and 
severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including fatal cases, have been reported 
with the use of nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including stavu¬ 
dine and other antiretrovirals. A majority of these cases have been in women. Obesity 
and prolonged nucleoside exposure may be risk factors. Particular caution should 
be exercised when administering ZERIT to any patient with known risk factors for 
liver disease; however, cases have also been reported in patients with no known 
risk factors. Treatment with ZERIT should be suspended in any patient who develops 
clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or pronounced hepato- 
toxicity (which may include hepatomegaly and steatosis even in the absence of marked 
transaminase elevations). 

2. Peripheral Neuropathy: Peripheral neuropathy, manifested by numbness, 
tingling, or pain in the hands or feet, has been reported in patients receiving ZERIT 
therapy. Peripheral neuropathy has occurred more frequently in patients with 
advanced HIV disease, a history of neuropathy, or concurrent neurotoxic drug 
therapy, including didanosine (see ADVERSE REACTIONS) 

PRECAUTIONS 

Information for Patients: Patients should be informed that an important toxicity of 
ZERIT is peripheral neuropathy. Patients should be aware that peripheral neuropathy 
is manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in hands or feet, and that these symp¬ 
toms should be reported to their physicians. Patients should be counseled that peripheral 
neuropathy occurs with greatest frequency in patients who have advanced HIV 
disease or a history of peripheral neuropathy, and that dose modification and/or discon¬ 
tinuation of ZERIT may be required if toxicity develops. 

Caregivers of young children receiving ZERIT therapy should be instructed 
regarding detection and reporting of peripheral neuropathy. 

Patients should be informed that when ZERIT is used in combination with other 
agents with similar toxicities, the incidence of adverse events may be higher than 
when ZERIT is used alone. These patients should be followed closely. 

Patients should be informed that ZERIT is not a cure for HIV infection, and that 
they may continue to acquire illnesses associated with HIV infection, including 
irtunistic infections. Patients should be advised to remain under the care of a 

E ician when using ZERIT. They should be advised that ZERIT therapy has not 
shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact 
or blood contamination. Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of 
ZERIT are unknown at this time. 

Patients should be informed that the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) recommend that HIV-infected mothers not nurse newborn infants to reduce 
the risk of postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

Drug Interactions: Zidovudine may competitively inhibit the intracellular phos¬ 
phorylation of stavudine. Therefore, use of zidovudine in combination with ZERIT 
is not recommended. (See CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY) 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: In 2-year carcino¬ 
genicity studies in mice and rats, stavudine was noncarcinogenic at doses which 
produced exposures (AUC) 39 and 168 times, respectively, human exposure at the 
recommended clinical dose. Benign and malignant liver tumors in mice and rats and 
malignant urinary bladder tumors in male rats occurred at levels of exposure 250 
(mice) and 732 (rats) times human exposure at the recommended clinical dose. 

Stavudine was not mutagenic in the Ames, E. coli reverse mutation, or the 
CHO/HGPRT mammalian cell forward gene mutation assays, with and without 
metabolic activation. Stavudine produced positive results in the in vitro human 
lymphocyte clastogenesis and mouse fibroblast assays, and in the in vivo mouse 
micronucleus test. In the in vitro assays, stavudine elevated the frequency of chro¬ 
mosome aberrations in human lymphocytes (concentrations of 25 to 250 pg/mL, 
without metabolic activation) and increased the frequency of transformed foci in 
mouse fibroblast cells (concentrations of 25 to 2500 pg/mL, with and without 
metabolic activation). In the in vivo micronucleus assay, stavudine was clasto- 
genic in bone marrow cells following oral stavudine administration to mice at 
dosages of 600 to 2000 mg/kg/day for 3 days. 

No evidence of impaired fertility was seen in rats with exposures (based on 
Cmax) up to 216 times that observed following a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy “Category C". Reproduction studies have been performed 
in rats and rabbits with exposures (based on C max ) up to 399 and 183 times, 
respectively, of that seen at a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day and have revealed no 
evidence of teratogenicity. The incidence in fetuses of a common skeletal variation, 
unossified or incomplete ossification of sternebra, was increased in rats at 399 times 
human exposure, while no effect was observed at 216 times human exposure. A 
slight post-implantation loss was noted at 216 times the human exposure with 
no effect noted at approximately 135 times the human exposure. An increase in early 
rat neonatal mortality (birth to 4 days of age) occurred at 399 times the human expo¬ 
sure, while survival of neonates was unaffected at approximately 135 times the human 
exposure. A study in rats showed that stavudine is transferred to the fetus through 
the placenta. The concentration in fetal tissue was approximately one-half the 
concentration in maternal plasma. There are no adequate and well-controlled 
studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction studies are not always 
predictive of human response, stavudine should be used during pregnancy only if 
clearly needed. 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of preg¬ 
nant women exposed to stavudine and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral 
Pregnancy Registry has been established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients 
by calling (800) 258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: Studies in lactating rats demonstrated that stavudine is 
excreted in milk. Although it is not known whether stavudine is excreted in human 
milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from stavudine in nursing infants. 
Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing if they are receiving stavudine. 
This instruction is consistent with the Centers for Disease Control recommenda¬ 
tion that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking postnatal 
transmission of HIV infection. 

Pediatric Use: Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence 
from adequate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with additional phar¬ 
macokinetic and safety data in pediatric patients. 

Adverse events that were reported to occur in 105 pediatric patients receiving 


ZERIT (stavudine) 2 mg/kg/day for a median of 6.4 months in study ACTG 240 were 
generally similar to those reported in adftlts. 

Stavudine pharmacokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV-infected pediatric patients 
ranging in age from 5 weeks to 15 years and in weight from 2 to 43 kg after I.V. 
or oral administration of single doses and BID regimens (see CLINICAL PHAR¬ 
MACOLOGY, Table 1 in full prescribing information). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adults: ZERIT therapy has been associated with peripheral neuropathy, which can 
be severe, is dose related, and occurs more frequently in patients being treated with 
neurotoxic drug therapy, including didanosine, in patients with advanced HIV infec¬ 
tion, or in patients who have previously experienced peripheral neuropathy. 

Patients should be monitored for the development of neuropathy, which is 
usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in the feet or hands. Stavudine- 
related peripheral neuropathy may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. In some 
cases, symptoms may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. 
If symptoms resolve completely, patients mav tolerate resumption of treatment at 
one-half the dose (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). If neuropathy recurs after 
resumption of ZERIT, permanent discontinuation of ZERIT should be considered. 

When ZERIT is used in combination with other agents with similar toxicities, the 
incidence of adverse events may be higher than when ZERIT is used alone. Patients 
treated with ZERIT in combination with didanosine may be at increased risk for adverse 
events such as pancreatitis, peripheral neuropathy, and liver function abnormali¬ 
ties. (See WARNINGS and PRECAUTIONS). 

Selected clinical events that occurred in adult patients receiving ZERIT in a 
controlled monotherapy trial (Study AI455-019) are provided in Table 1.

Observed During Clinical Practice: The following events have been identified during 
post-approval use of ZERIT (stavudine). Because they are reported voluntarily 
from a population of unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These 
events have been chosen for inclusion due to their seriousness, frequency of 
reporting, causal connection to ZERIT, or a combination of these factors. 

Body as a Whole- abdominal pain, allergic reaction, and chills/fever. 

Digestive Disorders- anorexia. 

Hematologic Disorders- anemia, leukopenia, and thrombocytopenia. 

Liver- lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS), hepatitis and 
liver failure. 

Musculoskeletal- myalgia. 

Nervous- insomnia. 

Pediatric Patients: Adverse reactions and serious laboratory abnormalities in pedi¬ 
atric patients were similar in type and frequency to those seen in adult patients. 

OVERDOSAGE 

Experience with adults treated with 12 to 24 times the recommended daily dosage 
revealed no acute toxicity. Complications of chronic overdosage include peripheral 
neuropathy and hepatic toxicity. Stavudine can be removed by hemodialysis; the 
mean ± SD hemodialysis clearance of stavudine is 120 ± 18 mL/min. Whether. 
stavudine is eliminated by peritoneal dialysis has not been studied. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

The interval between doses of ZERIT should be 12 hours. ZERIT may be taken 
without regard to meals. 

Adults: The recommended dose based on body weight is as follows: 

40 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg. 

30 mg twice daily for patients <60 kg. 

Pediatrics: The recommended dose for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 
kg is 1 mg/kg/dose, given every 12 hours. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater 
should receive the recommended adult dosage. 

Dosage Adjustment: Patients should be monitored for the development of 
peripheral neuropathy, which is usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain 
in the feet or hands. These symptoms may be difficult to detect in young children 
(see WARNINGS). If these symptoms develop during treatment, stavudine therapy 
should be interrupted. Symptoms may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. 
In some cases, symptoms may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. 
If symptoms resolve completely, patients may tolerate resumption of treatment at 
one-half the recommended dose. 

20 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg. 

15 mg twice daily for patients <60 kg. 

If neuropathy recurs after resumption of ZERIT, permanent discontinuation of 
ZERIT should be considered. 

Renal Impairment- ZERIT may be administered to adult patients with impaired 
renal function with adjustment in dose as shown in Table 6.

Since urinary excretion is also a major route of elimination of stavudine in pedi¬ 
atric patients, the clearance of stavudine may be altered in children with renal 
impairment. Although there are insufficient data to recommend a specific dose 
adjustment of ZERIT in this patient population, a reduction in the dose and/or an 
increase in the interval between doses should be considered. 

Hemodialysis Patients- The recommended dose is 20 mg every 24 hours 
(>60 kg) or 15 mg every 24 hours (<60 kg), administered after the completion 
of hemodialysis and at the same time of day on non-dialysis days. 

Method of Preparation: 

ZERIT (stavudine) for Oral Solution 

Prior to dispensing, the pharmacist must constitute the dry powder with puri¬ 
fied water to a concentration of 1 mg stavudine per mL of solution, as follows: 

1. Add 202 mL of purified water to the container. 

2. Shake container vigorously until the powder dissolves completely. Constitution 
in this way produces 200 mL (deliverable volume) of 1 mg/mL stavudine solution. 
The solution may appear slightly hazy. 

3. Dispense solution in original container with measuring cup provided. Instruct 
patient to shake the container vigorously prior to measuring each dose and to 
store the tightly closed container in a refrigerator, 36° to 46°F (2° to 8°C). Discard 
any unused portion after 30 days.

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Roanoke recovers from shooting

T he community of Roanoke 
mourned and got back to 
living life in the days follow¬ 
ing the shooting rampage in the 
Backstreet Cafe, one of only two 
gay bars in the southwestern Vir¬ 
ginia town. The September 22 in¬ 
cident left one man dead and six 
people hospitalized. 

Danny Lee Overstreet, 43, was 
hit in the chest in the flurry of 
bullets and died within seconds. 
His charming flamboyance was 
celebrated in a service on Septem¬ 
ber 27. 

“He had an infectious laugh,” 
said his 17-year-old niece, Misty 
Overstreet. He sometimes did 
drag under the name “Iwanna,” 
and often donated money to ani¬ 
mal welfare organizations. 

Coworkers at Verizon (formal¬ 
ly Bell Atlantic) recalled how the 


rotund former beautician would 
remind them when it was time to 
get their roots dyed. Or how he 
would sometimes bring his cham¬ 
pagne-colored poodle to work 
wearing a leopard-skin coat. 

Page Webb remains hospital¬ 
ized in serious condition with a 
bullet wound in the neck. John 
Collins went home after being 
shot in the stomach. He must use 
a colostomy bag while his colon 
heals. It will be three months be¬ 
fore the doctors know if he must 
use the bag permanently or if ad¬ 
ditional surgery will be able to re¬ 
store use of his large intestine. 

Local and national gay organi¬ 
zations have put pressure on Vir¬ 
ginia Republican Senator John 
Warner to support hate crimes 
legislation attached to the Defense 
Department authorization bill. 
Warner has been reluctant to do 
so because he is trying to hold the 
line against all non-defense 


amendments to the measure. 

The triggerman 

Ronald Edward Gay, 54, the 
confessed shooter, was indicted by 
a grand jury on October 2. 
Charges include the first-degree 
murder of Overstreet, six counts 
of aggravated malicious wound¬ 
ing, and one count of shooting 
into an occupied building. The 
cumulative prison time could 
total 180 years. The trial is set for 
January, though there is reason to 
believe that he will not be found 
competent to stand trial. 

The picture of Gay that con¬ 
tinues to emerge is one of a deeply 
troubled man with a history of 
treatment for psychiatric illness. 
The turning point was service in 
the Marines in Vietnam in 1968 
where Gay had to gather the 
charred remains of seven men of 
his platoon blown to pieces when 
their truck struck a land mine.

100-acre campus itself is a tranquil 
security zone with only one con¬ 
trolled entrance after 6 p.m.

Arrest made 

On Tuesday, October 3, police ar¬ 
rested a fellow student in connection 
with the murder. Thomas Minch, 18, 
of Greenland, New Hampshire, was 
charged with second-degree murder 
in the death of Plunkett. 

Police said the men had a per¬ 
sonal dispute that erupted in a fight 
that led to Plunkett’s death. 

Plunkett, 19, was a freshman 
from the Minneapolis suburbs. He 
had cerebral palsy and lived alone 
in a first floor dorm room. On 
campus only a month, Plunkett 
had impressed people with his 
friendliness and energy. He was 
elected secretary of the Lambda 
Society a few days before his 


death. 1 he group has about VO gay 
and straight members. 

Initial reports mentioned Plun¬ 
kett’s involvement with Lambda 
yet gave little indication that his 
death might be an anti-gay hate 
crime. But that notion gained cre¬ 
dence with each passing day. 

“We are fearful,” said Thomas 
Green, president of Lambda. “This 
happened on campus, it could 
happen again.” He said that anti¬ 
gay slurs had appeared on dormi¬ 
tory memo boards in the weeks 
preceding Plunkett’s murder. 

Soon after the body was found, 
Green observed one student say¬ 
ing in sign language, “Good, one 
less fag.” His companion smiled 
and signed his approval. 

These incidents, coupled with 
little information from the police, 
have fed a paranoia among gays 
and lesbians on the campus. 
Lambda members attended a self- 
defense workshop on Sunday and 
are considering creating a “buddy 
system” as a means of protection. 

Student government president 


Chris i>oukup tried to downplay 
any anti-gay feeling on campus. 
He said that it probably exists to 
the same extent as it does on any 
other American college campus. 

Lambda’s Green and another 
student have met with the Human 
Rights Campaign to discuss their 
concerns. They are scheduled to 
meet with University President I. 
King Jordan. The administration 
has proclaimed the university “an 
open community” that does not 
discriminate. 

A candlelight vigil for Plunkett 
was held on campus last Friday 
evening, the night after his body 
was discovered. He was buried in 
Minnesota on October 4. A 
memorial service is scheduled at 
Gallaudet for October 6. 

Plunkett’s death is the second 
on the East Coast in as many 
weeks. On September 22, gay Vir¬ 
ginia resident Danny Overstreet 
was gunned down at a gay bar, al¬ 
legedly by suspect Ronald Gay, 
who had long resented being 
teased over his last name. ▼

rural Pennsylvania, where he said 
that he experienced intolerance 
and discrimination from an early 
age and into his college years. 

“I was not the most accepted 
individual,” Dittenhafer told the 
Bay Area Reporter in an October 3 
telephone interview. “Even in col¬ 
lege there were problems in the 
dorm, [things like] signs saying 
‘No Fags Allowed.’” 

He left college before gradua¬ 
tion, moving to San Francisco 
“because it accepts and encour¬ 
ages diversity while offering cul¬ 
tural and economic opportuni¬ 
ties,” according to his official bi¬ 
ography on his campaign Web site 
(DittenhaferForDist6.org). “After 
almost 20 years, I want to make 
sure that the opportunities that 
drew me here stay open for all city 
residents.” 

An employee of Wells Fargo 
Bank since 1989, Dittenhafer cur¬ 
rently holds the post of vice pres¬ 
ident and manager of the bank’s 
branches in West Portal and Noe 
Valley. 

One of several LGBT candi¬ 
dates running in District 6, Dit¬ 
tenhafer said his experience work¬ 
ing as a community liaison for the 
bank, on the Taxi Commission, as 


president of the San Francisco 
Council of District Merchants, 
and other boards and community 
groups gives him the experience 
he needs to be a leader. 

“We don’t always agree,” Dit¬ 
tenhafer said of Brown, adding 
that if he is elected supervisor, he 
would work with the mayor to try 
to work out compromises on con¬ 
troversial issues. 

“The key here is being a leader 
in the community,” he said. “The 
bottom line for me is it’s about 
making the quality of life better 
for the residents.” 

Asked to specify whether he 
disagrees with the mayor on any 
of the city ballot initiatives, Dit¬ 
tenhafer said that he hadn’t taken 
a position on Proposition I, which 
the mayor supports, because 
“there’s a concern that it will in¬ 
crease payroll taxes,” dispropor¬ 
tionately affecting mid-sized busi¬ 
nesses. 

However, according to a listing 
of the candidate’s positions on the 
propositions faxed from the Lew 
Edwards Group, Dittenhafer’s 
campaign supports the mayor’s 
position on Proposition I. 

The October 3 facsimile from 
campaign co-manager Michael 
Perri also indicated that Ditten¬ 
hafer is undecided on the Ralph 
Nader-backed Proposition J, 
which would ban city officials 
from accepting money, gifts, or 


jobs from anyone who has bene¬ 
fited from that official’s actions. 

On Tuesday, however, Ditten¬ 
hafer could not recall whether he 
had taken a stand on Proposition 

J. 

Perri and campaign co-manag¬ 
er Kristin Haffert work for the 
Oakland-based Lew Edwards 
Group, the political consultant 
firm that Dittenhafer said he had 
hired to run his campaign. The 
group helped millionaire busi¬ 
nessman Clint Reilly with field or¬ 
ganizing in last year’s general elec¬ 
tion campaign for mayor. 

The November ballot is loaded 
with controversial issues, howev¬ 
er, and Dittenhafer apparently 
agrees with the mayor on more of 
the ballot propositions than even 
he realizes, including competing 
Propositions K and L (see story, 
page 14). 

“I am supporting K because I 
believe that we need to moderate 
growth at the same time that we 
want to encourage economic op¬ 
portunity,” he said. “Up to now we 
have had spotted growth ...” 

Dittenhafer promises “real so¬ 
lutions to the displacement prob¬ 
lems” affecting tenants and non¬ 
profit organizations in the city, he 
said. 

Mayor Brown recently fired 
Dennis Antenore from the Plan¬ 
ning Commission for refusing to

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Gay returned from the war a 
different man. One who allegedly 
drank too much, heard voices in 
his head, wandered back and forth 
from Virginia, to his birth home 
in Nova Scotia, to Florida, and 
went through at least five failed 
marriages. 

He was diagnosed with post- 
traumatic stress disorder and pre¬ 
scribed the anti-depressant Prozac 
and the anti-anxiety drug 
Clonipin. By 1992 he was receiv¬ 
ing full disability from the Veter¬ 
ans Administration. 

Gay’s children changed their 
last names, in part because their 
father was absent, and in part be¬ 
cause of the growing association 
of the word with the homosexual 
community. At times Gay railed 
against this combination of 
events, a fact which GLBT com¬ 
munity leaders point to in calling 
the shooting an anti-gay hate 
crime. 

But family and friends who 
know him best say that Gay is not 
anti-gay. In an interview with the 
Roanoke Times, Laura Ramsey, 
who became Gay’s fourth wife in 
1994, said that she was in a lesbian 
relationship when they met. Gay 
was accepting of the fact. “He was¬ 
n’t homophobic,” she said. The 
couple’s social circle included gays 
and lesbians. 

On Father’s Day of this year, Gay 


burst into Ramsey’s Florida home 
demanding to see their son. He said 
he would shoot Ramsey and her 
current husband, but left before the 
police arrived. A judge ordered Gay 
to surrender his weapons and un¬ 
dergo psychiatric evaluation. Nei¬ 
ther seems to have occurred. 

Ramsey said the problems arise 
when Gay is not on his medica¬ 
tions. 

Community renewal 

The shooting has been a cata¬ 
lyst for the Roanoke LGBT com¬ 
munity. A new group, the Hate 
Free Roanoke Task Force, formed 
to coordinate a response. It is 
pushing for state and federal hate 
crimes legislation, and coordinat¬ 
ed a series of vigils outside the bar 
and elsewhere. 

There is revived talk of creat¬ 
ing a gay and lesbian community 
center to serve the scattered popu¬ 
lation. 

The Backstreet Cafe reopened 
on Sunday, October 1. “This is our 
home, I can’t let Ronald Gay take 
that away from me,” said Sue 
Stroud. She was shooting pool 
when the bullets started flying. 
“I’ve got to focus on the positive, 
the good. I’ve got to take back my 
bar.” 

“We felt like it was time,” said 
manager Alan Blanekship. “We 
missed our family.” ▼

Victory Foundation candidate 
training announced

Jjjj t’s probably too late for the 
H ever-growing list of openly les- 
U bian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender San Franciscans running 
for supervisor - estimated at last 
count to be about 21 - but for 
those who are thinking about run¬ 
ning for public office, the Victory 
Foundation’s upcoming training 
may be just what you need. 

Scheduled to begin Thursday, 
October 12 and continuing 
through Sunday, October 15 at the 
Oakland Airport Holiday Inn, the 
Gay and Lesbian Victory Founda¬ 
tion’s western regional training 
conference is set to train a new 
cadre of queers who have heard 
“the call.” 

Sister to the Gay and Lesbian 
Victory Fund, which gives finan¬ 
cial and organizational assistance 
to LGBT candidates for public of¬ 
fice, the Victory Foundation is a 
national public interest and edu¬ 
cational organization working to 
counter discrimination based on 
sexual orientation in the public 
sphere. 

More than 600 local leaders, 
including Assemblywoman Sheila 
Kuehl (D-Santa Monica), are 
among the alumni of Washington, 
D.C.-based Victory Foundation’s 
training institutes since the in- 
depth seminars began in 1993. 
Designed to “educate local gay and 
lesbian community leaders about 
the political process and give them 
the skills they need to seek public 
office,” the nonpartisan trainings 
aim to give a well-rounded recipe 
for future electoral victory. 

“After attending one of our vic¬ 
tory training institutes earlier this 
year, Karla Drenner of Georgia 
went on to win her primary and is 
now well on her way to becoming 
the first openly gay or lesbian state 
legislator in the Southeast,” noted 
Brian K. Bond, Victory Fund exec¬ 
utive director. “We want to bring 
results like that to the West. Help¬ 


ing gay and lesbian community 
leaders successfully enter public 
service is key to our movement for 
equality. The Victory Foundation 
is committed to training tomor¬ 
row’s leaders today, and I am look¬ 
ing forward to seeing what this 
next session’s participants will go 
on to accomplish for our commu¬ 
nity,” 

The foundation is seeking ap¬ 
plicants now, and according to the 
organization’s first regional office 
- which just opened in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Mission District - there are 
a few slots still open. Over two 
dozen people are expected to en¬ 
roll in the four-day series of 22 
workshops. There is no fee to 
apply, though there is a $400 tu¬ 
ition for enrollees. 

Openly gay and lesbian elected 
officials, including San Francisco 
Treasurer Susan Leal and Long 
Beach Vice Mayor Dan Baker, will 
be among the training’s featured 
speakers. 

“The skills-building work¬ 
shops we present help our com¬ 
munity’s best and brightest learn 
exactly what they need to know to 
seek public office,” said Tony Esol- 
do, the Victory Foundation’s strat¬ 
egy and program director. “On is¬ 
sues such as volunteer recruit¬ 
ment, voter registration, field or¬ 
ganizing, fundraising, and coun¬ 
tering homophobia on the cam¬ 
paign trail, expert trainers will ad¬ 
dress everything that participants 
need to consider when mounting 
a serious attempt to enter public 
service.” 

“We have a lot of candidates in 
California, and there’s a lot of po¬ 
tential here,” said Esoldo. “That’s 
why we opened our first filed of¬ 
fice here.”

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Love talks at lesbian 
cancer conference

M edicine is a work in 
progress, I think we lose 
sight of that,” said Dr. Susan 
Love. Facts come piecemeal and 
“we extrapolate from a little bite of 
data as if it is the whole answer. And 
it isn’t.” The revered author of The 
Breast Book was speaking at the 
closing session of Healing Works: 
The First National Conference, on 
Lesbians and Cancer, held recently 
in Washington, D.C. 

“You can’t necessarily [assert] 
a cause and effect just because you 
observe two things together,” she 
said. “It’s like saying, all heroin ad¬ 
dicts drank milk as babies, there¬ 
fore drinking milk as a baby cause 
heroin addiction. Probably not.” 

It also is important not to as¬ 
sume that findings in animal stud¬ 
ies translate into the same results 
in humans, Love said. “We’ve been 
curing cancer in rats for 20 years. 
If the problem were cancer in rats, 
we could close up our tents and go 
home.” 

Love is excited by two impor¬ 
tant trends in all cancers that she 
believes “are beginning of the end 
of cancer.” One is the movement 
away from diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment to prediction and preven¬ 
tion. Most breast cancers have 
been developing for eight to 10 
years by the time they become de^ 
tectable using current methods. 
That often is not early enough. 

She explained that all cancers 
“are caused by screwed up genes.” 
Some are inherited from parents, 
others are created by environmen¬ 
tal factors ranging from a virus, to 
hormones, to exposure to toxic 
chemicals. One group of genes runs 
“quality control” on cellular DNA 
when it is about to divide to form a 
new cell, another group repairs 
those damages. Failure of either 
type of gene can lead to cancer. 

The BRC-1 and BRC-2 genes,

responsible for about 10 percent 
of all breast cancers, seem to be re¬ 
pair genes for radiation muta¬ 
tions, Love said. “So maybe a little 
bit of radiation that normally 
wouldn’t really screw you up, if 
you can’t repair that damage, then 
has much greater consequences.” 

These developments led Love 
to add a completely new chapter 
on molecular biology to the third 
edition of The Breast Book, offi¬ 
cially released at the end of Sep¬ 
tember. 

If medicine can figure out ways 
to test for genetic mutations and 
perhaps even fix them, “that will 
go a long way to not ending up 
with cancer.” 

Love has developed “a little 
tiny catheter, about the size of a 
hair,” that can be threaded 
through small openings in the 
nipple to gather cells from inside 
the milk duct, the place where all 
breast cancer begins. These cells 
can be analyzed to spot signs of 
dysfunction long before a cancer¬ 
ous mass can be detected through 
physical examination or imaging 
technology such as X-rays. 

She compared the process to 
PAP smears, where early detection 


of abnormal cells can lead to more 
effective therapy that does not 
allow true cancer to develop. The 
procedure has been approved by 
the FDA and is available at a lim¬ 
ited number of centers. (See 
www.SusanLoveMD.com for a list 
of sites.) 

“I’m excited about it for 
women who are at risk, or who 
have breast cancer in one breast 
and want to see what is going on 
in the other breast,” she said. 

The procedure also will be an 
important tool for research. 
“Whatever we eat goes into the 
breast milk,” Love said. She used 
examples of alcohol and spicy 
food and how they affect a nurs¬ 
ing infant. “Maybe pesticides get 
concentrated there [in the milk 
duct] and just sit around, I don’t 
know, that’s a pure hypothesis.” 

Treatment for cancer “is going 
beyond slash, burn, and poison,” 
Love said. The shift will be from 
killing to controlling cells that are 
dysfunctional. “Maybe we can re¬ 
habilitate at least some of them.” 

Therapies also will become 
more targeted. They include anti¬ 
angiogenesis agents that prevent 
the formation of new blood ves¬ 
sels that tumors need for their 
growth. Genetically modified 
viruses that multiply only in can¬ 
cerous cells and not in healthy 
ones are being used to kill head 
and neck cancers. The principle 
seems likely to apply to other 
forms of cancer. 

“This isn’t fantasy land,” said 
Love. These are in clinical trials 
and are likely to be widely avail¬ 
able in a few years. “I’m very ex¬ 
cited,” she said, “We are going to 
see a whole revolution in [treat¬ 
ing] breast cancer and all cancers. 
We are going to avoid getting it in 
the first place, and then those peo¬ 
ple who are unlucky enough to get 
it, we are going to have much bet¬ 
ter ways of treating it and control¬ 
ling it than we do now.” ▼ 


Governor vetoes, signs LGBT legislation

W ithin days of vetoing a 
transgender bill that sim¬ 
ply clarified current law, 
Governor Gray Davis vetoed three 
domestic partner bills last week, 
one of which also did nothing but 
make clear what is already on the 
books. 

Critics of the governor seem to 
think that perhaps Davis is be¬ 
yond the point of reading the bills 
that come to his desk, since his 
reasons for vetoing them have 
cited functions of bills that are not 
part of the legislation, and have 
also mentioned opposition to laws 
that passed long ago. 

Whatever his logic, however, 
the fact remains that not a single 


domestic partnership bill this year 
has gone without his veto, includ¬ 
ing the most recent fatalities, 
AB2421, SB 1149, and SB 1410. 

AB2421, by Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden (D-San Francis¬ 
co), was a “clean-up bill,” one that 
added language to specify that 
when it came to heterosexual cou¬ 
ples, only one of them had to be 
over the age of 62 to qualify. That 
legislation is now dead. 

So is SB1149, by Senator Tom 
Hayden (D-Los Angeles), which 
would have expanded the Family 
Rights Act of 1991 and allowed 
employees at large companies to 
take family and medical leave to 
care for an ill adult child, grand¬ 
parent, sibling, or domestic part¬ 
ner. A similar bill was vetoed ear¬ 
lier this year because it was broad 


and'included non-family mem¬ 
bers, but it appears that the more 
narrow bill, re-written to fit 
Davis’s previous requirements, 
wasn’t good enough either. 

Finally, SB1410 was vetoed; the 
bill, authored by Senator Jackie 
Speier (D-Hillsborough), would 
have allowed the county of San 
Mateo to offer retirement benefits 
to the domestic partners of re¬ 
tirees. This bill, however, made 
sweeping changes to the process 
by which state and local govern¬ 
ments currently provide retire¬ 
ment benefits by eliminating a 
penalty for non-spousal pay¬ 
ments, a new procedure that 
would have greatly increased the 
cost of distributing the benefits. 

On the brighter side, however,

Scrub typhus 
controls HIV infection

W hat if the way to control 
HIV infection is ... an¬ 
other disease? That was 
one of the startling implications 
of discoveries made by Dr. George 
Watt in Thailand. His findings 
were published in the August 5 
issue of the medical journal the 
Lancet and he discussed them at a 
September 21 meeting at the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health. 

People living and working with 
HIV disease have long known that 
coinfection with another disease is 
not a good thing. The added bur¬ 
den on the immune system often 
results in one or both of the dis¬ 
eases progressing faster. Even a 
cold or a vaccination can produce 
a short-term upward blip in HIV 
viral load. 

Watt’s team of U.S. military 
and Thai researchers at Chiangrai 
in northern Thailand looked at 
four tropical diseases of public 
health importance - malaria, 
dengue, leptospirosis, and scrub 
typhus - for possible interactions 
with HIV coinfection. 

One patient stood out like a 
super-nova among the blood 
screening data gathered that first 
month. His HIV viral load was a 
staggering 2.5 million copies. He 
also showed the high fever and 
other symptoms of acute scrub ty¬ 
phus infection. Standard medica¬ 
tion cleared up this infection in a 
few days. Thai government policy 
did not provide anti-HIV drugs at 
the time. 

Two weeks later when they ran 
another blood test, the patient’s 
HIV viral load had disappeared. It 
was undetectable with the assay 
used. “This was so surprising, so 
unexpected that it prompted us to 
begin a full-scale prospective 
search for other HIV-infected pa¬ 
tients who came in with acute 
scrub typhus infection,” said Watt. 

Scrub typhus 

Scrub typhus is an obscure dis¬ 
ease to most people in the West, 
but it is a major health problem in 
Asia with an estimated 1 million 
new infections a year. Chiggers 
and mites pass the bacteria from 
rodents to people with their bite. 
Symptoms of the disease are a lot 
like the flu, with fever and respira¬ 
tory problems, sometimes a scar 
at the site of the bite and maybe a 
rash. It is difficult to diagnose and 
10-30 percent of those infected 
will die if not treated. 

Earlier work found that the 
drugs used to treat scrub typhus 
could not prevent the disease, nor 
would they be effective if used too 
early. The body had to be given 
about a week to mount an im¬ 
mune response to the invader as 
part of the total effort to defeat it. 

A 1986 study had shown that 
coinfection with HIV did not in¬ 
crease the severity of scrub typhus

Davis did come through for the 
community in a major way by 
signing AB1785, by Assemblyman 
Antonio Villaraigosa (D-Los An¬ 
geles) , and AB 1931, by Assembly- 
man Jack Scott (D-Altadena).

infection. It also found that the 
organism could be cultured out of 
the blood of about half the Thais 
who were HIV seronegative. 

The curious fact was that these 
researchers could find the organ¬ 
ism in only 14 percent of those 
who were HIV-positive. “This was 
the opposite of what one would 
have predicted,” said Watt. “With 
salmonella or TB [tuberculosis], 
bacteremia is more common in 
HIV infected individuals. 

“Looking back on this obser¬ 
vation now, we think that just as 
scrub typhus inhibits HIV, HIV 
also inhibits Orientia tsutsuga- 
mushi,” the specific bacteria that 
causes scrub typhus. 


Watt’s team went looking for 
more people with acute scrub ty¬ 
phus infection on top of their HIV. 
They screened more than 38,000 
patients and found 31 who fit the 
bill. Most of those had a third or 
fourth ongoing infection as well, 
so they culled the number to 10 
patients who looked like they had 
just scrub typhus and HIV. 

This group had very advanced 
HIV disease, with a median of 
only 161 CD4 cells. Blood samples 
were taken when they first ap¬ 
peared at the hospital and again 
seven, 14, and 28 days later. The 
baseline used was the last mea¬ 
surement, day 28, when all signs 
pointed to the scrub typhus infec¬ 
tion having been cured. 

Four patients had significant de¬ 
creases in their HIV viral load dur¬ 
ing acute scrub typhus infection, 
two became detectable by the assay 
used. “Not every scrub typhus in¬ 
fection is associated with a change 
in HIV viral load,” said Watt. He ex¬

plained that there is broad genetic 
variation in the bacteria. 

“One of our tasks is to figure 
out what it is about certain strains 
of scrub typhus that produce this 
kind of results rather than no 
change.” That means learning 
more about the basic science of 
the little studied microbe. 

Back to the lab 

Lab work revealed another 
very interesting fact about the 
scrub typhus patients, none of 
them had the syncytia-inducing 
(SI) phenotype, or variation of 
HIV, that is dominant in late stage 
disease and is responsible for mas¬ 
sive cell death. 

When researchers put the 
blood of a mouse infected with 
scrub typhus into tissue culture, it 
reduced the formation of the SI 
phenotype, and it reacted with 
HIV-infected human lympho¬ 
cytes. Something in the blood was 
either directly inhibiting HIV or 
causing some other part of the 
immune system to inhibit HIV. 

Watt outlined similarities be¬ 
tween HIV and Orientia tsutsuga- 
mushi in their life cycles and the 
way they cause disease. He specu¬ 
lated that perhaps one difference 
might explain why the human im¬ 
mune system can mount an effec¬ 
tive attack against scrub typhus 
but not against HIV. 

Both infections spread by 
“budding” off of infected cells. 


Tissue culture studies show that 
the process is rapid with HIV, but 
with scrub typhus they “are liter¬ 
ally hanging out on the cell sur¬ 
face for several days,” Watt ex¬ 
plained. He suggested that the 
longer exposure helps the body 
generate a more potent immune 
response. 

Watt offered this hypothesis: 
“Perhaps what we are seeing in 
patients infected with HIV who 
acquire scrub typhus is that this 
very powerful immune response 
raised to the scrub typhus is 
somehow being turned against the 
HIV. Perhaps [it is] because of 
antigenic similarities which have 
evolved during coinfections of 
wild monkey populations.” 

Work continues to try to iden¬ 
tify the factor or factors resulting 
from scrub typhus infection that 
can inhibit HIV replication in hu¬ 
mans. Such a factor may prove 
useful both as therapy for HIV 
and as a vaccine to prevent infec¬ 
tion. ▼

2500 Market shelter 
wins final approval

A fter two years of angst among 
Castro residents, merchants, 
and homeless advocates, city 
officials gave their final stamp of 
approval last week to a project that 
aims to give not only temporary 
shelter to homeless lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, transgender, queer, and 
questioning young adults, but to set 
them on the path to becoming 
healthy, employed, and housed. 

Over two hours of testimony for 
and against the project was heard 
Thursday, September 29 by the San 
Francisco Planning Commission 
before it voted 6-1 to approve a 
conditional use permit for a transi¬ 
tional housing facility at 2500 Mar¬ 
ket Street in San Francisco. 

Initially proposed last year as an 
emergency drop-in shelter for 
queer youth by Supervisors Mark 
Leno and Leslie Katz, the project 
will house up to 15 young adults 
ages 18-24 for periods ranging 
from three to six months. Rather 
than simply offering a roof and a 
blanket, a full range of treatment 
and counseling services are to be 
provided to the clients, both on- 
and off-site, including substance 
abuse treatment. The annualized 
contract is expected to cost up to 
$600,000, and DPH hopes to finish 
renovations and open the facility to 
homeless youth by mid-November. 

Sponsored by the city’s Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health at the re¬ 
quest of Leno, the project is to be 
operated under contract with the 


nonprofit Ark of Refuge, which 
operates several other shelters and 
transitional housing projects in the 
Bay Area. The annual contract may 
be renewed for an additional year, 
and had previously won approval 
from the Health Commission. 

“This type of facility allows 
young people to get indoors and 
get treated,” testified Marc Trotz, 
director of housing development 
at DPH, suggesting that without 
the kind of assistance to be offered 
by the new project, the target pop¬ 
ulation to be helped by the facili¬ 
ty faces a grim future. “The basic 
scenario is illness, incarceration, 
and sometimes death.” 

Alluding to the often vitriolic op¬ 
position from area residents, Trotz 
said that based on prior experience, 
he did not believe that neighbors of 
the facility would continue their op¬ 
position once it was under way. 

“The more common scenario is 
you have people volunteering [to 
help the clients] rather than trying 
to close it down,” Trotz asserted. 

Tom Mogenson, a neighbor of 
a temporary youth shelter for 
queer youth run by the Ark of 
Refuge in Noe Valley last spring, 
offered proof of Trotz’s projec¬ 
tion, noting that he had been vo¬ 
cally opposed to the project before 
it opened in his neighborhood. 

“It’s really not that scary,” said 
Mogenson. “These are really very 
bright, lovely people.” 

The hearing on the permit for 
the facility had been postponed for 
weeks after a small group of neigh¬ 
bors hired an attorney and met in 


private with DPH and Planning 
Department officials in an effort to 
modify the contract with Ark of 
Refuge, which also participated in 
the meetings. Many of the condi¬ 
tions sought by the group were re¬ 
portedly placed in the contract, 
though the Planning Commission 
rejected demands that three of the 
conditions be attached to the con¬ 
ditional use permit. 

Based on a legal recommenda¬ 
tion from the City Attorney’s of¬ 
fice, the Planning Department had 
raised objections to the condi¬ 
tions, including one which would 
have prevented the Ark of Refuge 
from applying for a renewal of 
their permit after two years, effec¬ 
tively making the shelter tempo¬ 
rary. Other conditions would have 
prevented clients of the facility 
from parking vehicles on the street 
or playing in the adjoining Trian¬ 
gle Park - demands that the city 
attorney found potentially illegal. 

Commissioner Hector Chincil- 
la called the conditions “unconsti¬ 
tutional,” and the only dissenting 
vote was cast by Commissioner 
Roslyn Baltimore. 

A few neighbors of the facility 
are threatening to file an appeal of 
the Planning Commission deci¬ 
sion with the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors, where a two-thirds vote 
would be required to overrule. 

But DPH housing official Mar¬ 
got d. Antonetty said that if an ap¬ 
peal is filed, she does not give it 
much chance of success. 

“The only effect would be to 
slow us down,” she said. ▼

Oakland-raised Jason Kidd 
played a pivotal role in getting the 
U.S. men’s basketball team to a 
narrow victory against France and 
Lithuania. 

Stanford, of course, is a factory 
of Olympics athletes. Dozens of 
jocks from there have gone on to 
Olympic glory, thanks to a multi¬ 
million dollar endowment fund. 

If you can afford the enor¬ 
mously expensive tuition, perhaps 
your kids could be as successful as 
sophomore Misty Hyman or 
alumnus Jim Thorpe. 

But while cheering for locals 
and fellow Americans is almost 
obligatory, this dissenting post¬ 
radical couldn’t help but cheer on 
a few of the many underdogs 
amid all the fireworks. 

The American basketball team 
almost lost the pre-gold medal 
game to Lithuania. They won by a 
mere two points, and then only 10 
points over France.

sheets of paper to the window of 
Milk’s old store (now the Skin 
Zone) that detailed Gore’s posi¬ 
tions and accomplishments on a 
number of issues.

“It’s a dreadful record and 
Americans need to be reminded of 
it,” Leno said. 

Leal and Katz touched on the 
potential for the next president to 
appoint justices to the U.S. 
Supreme Court and what a long 
term detrimental effect Bush ap¬ 


pointees could have on funda¬ 
mental rights, such as a woman’s 
right to choose. 

A Bush presidency would have 
“catastrophic implications,” Katz 
said. “It’s frightening to think 
what kind of people Bush would 
pick.” 

Katz also recalled that several 
years ago Gore met with a group 
of gay and lesbian leaders in an ef¬ 
fort to learn more about the com¬ 
munity. After the discussion, he 
asked for a reading list of 10 books 
that would help him. “He said that 
he needed to get better educated 
about the issues,” Katz said, 
adding that Gore is someone who 
will “understand our issues and 
fight on our behalf.” 

Leno and Leal urged LGBT 
voters to get on their e-mail lists 
and call friends in other states - 
especially battleground states in 
the midwest and Florida - to urge 
people to go to the polls Novem¬ 
ber 7.

toe the party line on the two 
propositions - a move that Ditten¬ 
hafer said is within the mayor’s 
rights.

As of September 29, the most 
recent filing deadline with the De¬ 
partment of Elections, Dittenhafer 
had raised $31,000 in direct con¬ 
tributions to his campaign. 

Dittenhafer’s campaign said 
that in order to compete, their 
candidate can’t stop the flow of 
so-called soft money, the unlimit¬ 
ed, independent expenditures of 


political clubs, businesses, and 
other organizations not subject to 
financial disclosure laws. 

“Under the current laws, he 
can’t control what people do,” said 
Perri. 

Yet Dittenhafer opposes 
Proposition O on November’s bal¬ 
lot, which would change the law.

Carmichael of delaying an officer 
in duties with serious injury. 

“It’s a serious felony,” Steel 
said. “What’s driving this case are 
his priors.” 

Steel said that her investigator is 
trying to track down witnesses to 
the incident at the San lose airport. 

Not surprisingly, Cherie 
Bourlard, the deputy district at¬ 
torney in the career criminals di¬ 
vision who’s handling the case, 
told the B.A.R. that she sees 
Carmichael as a threat to society 
because of his past convictions, 


which include felony evasion and 
reckless driving, along with trans¬ 
porting a controlled substance. 

Additionally, Bourlard said that 
Carmichael intimidated a 17-year- 
old male passenger on the Dallas 
flight, though she acknowledged 
that Santa Clara County has no ju¬ 
risdiction over that alleged inci¬ 
dent. “It was this kid’s first flight by 
himself,” she said, adding that the 
dispute apparently started when 
Carmichael was stretched out over 
three seats in the airplane. 

Bourlard said that one witness 
to the incident in Dallas told her 
it did not appear Carmichael was 
escorting his sick brother, though 
she said that the brother could 


have been seated across, behind, 
or in front of Carmichael. 

“American Airlines should have 
kicked him off,” Bourlard said. 

Bourlard added that once 
Carmichael arrived at San Jose, he 
was “adamant” about getting into 
the flight bag, despite apparent 
warnings from officers. She also said 
that the officer who sustained the 
broken wrist was a “mellow” officer. 

“They struggled and they all 
fell to the ground,” Bourlard said. 

Both Steel and Bourlard said 
that because of the third strike na¬ 
ture of the case, it should be “no 
bail” as opposed to the $1 million 
in bail Carmichael is currently 
being held on. ▼

was required to immediately in¬ 
form all concerned parties, in¬ 
cluding the courts. Instead, the 
board kept the decision secret 
fearing it would be held in con¬ 
tempt of court if its reversal be¬ 
came known. 

Senior Assistant Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Paul Gifford who represents 
the board, said he wasn’t informed 
of the panel’s about-face until 
September 21, a full week after the 
board changed its mind. 

“We did not intend to mislead 
the court,” wrote Gifford. “We sin¬ 
cerely regret our mistake, which I 
consider to be personally embar¬ 
rassing.” 

Upon learning of the gaffe, 
Rosenkrantz’s lawyer, Rowan 
Klein, filed a 34-page brief with 
the Court of Appeals the next day 
urging Rosenkrantz’s immediate 
release. 

“This is the grossest thing,” an 
infuriated Klein told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “They lied to the court.” 

“The Board of Prison Terms 
continues to make a mockery of 


our system of justice,” Klein wrote 
in the brief. 

Last Friday, the board reversed 
itself again and approved parole 
but the panel wrote in its order 
that it approved parole reluctant¬ 
ly because it was under court 
order to do so. 

On Tuesday, October 3, Klein 
filed a motion at a hearing in Los 
Angeles County Superior Court to 
get those remarks stricken from 
the parole order. Klein didn’t want 
Davis to use the board’s reluctance 
as justification for blocking pa¬ 
role. At the conclusion of the 
hearing, a judge ordered one re¬ 
mark be stricken from the parole 
order and scheduled an October 
16 hearing to review the rest. 
Klein told the B.A.R. that he still 
hasn’t seen the complete order but 
the Superior Court ruled that the 
parole board must let him see it. 

Assistant Secretary for the 
Youth and Adult Correctional 
Agency, Steve Green, told the 
B.A.R. that the parole board sub¬ 
mitted two boxes of documenta¬ 
tion to the governor on the 
Rosenkrantz case. Green said the 
board would comply with the Su¬ 
perior Court’s order to submit a 


list of everything contained in the 
boxes by next Wednesday. 

The parole board maintains 
Rosenkrantz remains a threat to 
society and deserves to spend 
more time behind bars but both 
the Superior Court and the Court 
of Appeals have emphatically 
ruled that Rosenkrantz has been 
unfairly denied parole and is no 
threat to society. 

By all accounts, Rosenkrantz 
has been a model prisoner and 
evaluations prepared on his case 
by the Department of Corrections 
strongly endorse his parole. 

Rosenkrantz was convicted of 
second-degree murder for shoot¬ 
ing Redman, his former school¬ 
mate, in 1985. 

Redman, along with 
Rosenkrantz’s younger brother, 
burst into a high school gradua¬ 
tion party hosted by Rosenkrantz 
yelling “faggots.” Redman broke 
Rosenkrantz’s nose with a flash¬ 
light and outed him to his parents. 

A week later, Rosenkrantz con¬ 
fronted Redman with an Uzi and 
demanded he take back his out¬ 
ing. The two argued and 
Rosenkrantz opened fire, shooting 
Redman 10 times. ▼

hile he was finishing the 
f early versions of the script 
f for The Broken Hearts Club, 
f writer/ director Greg Berlan- 
ti’s car had been booted. He had no agent 
and no hope, but pure determination. “I 
wrote it for myself and a few friends,” he 
said of those days. 

That determination paid off. The script 
got him representation and the attention of 
Kevin Williamson, who brought Berlanti 
under his wing as a writer and current ex¬ 
ecutive producer of Dawson’s Creek, one of 
the gay wunderkind’s many projects that 
have further pushed the gay glass ceiling for 
openly gay Hollywood artists. 

Not wanting to jinx his job with Daw¬ 
son’s Creek, Berlanti originally turned down 
the directorial position for Broken Hearts, 
hoping Williamson would take the helm, 
until producer Mickey Liddell (Go) con¬ 
vinced Berlanti to direct. 

As Broken Hearts opens in select theatres 
throughout the US, Berlanti talked with the 
BAR about directing, and his early writing 
inspirations. While Broken Hearts is based 
on aspects of his life and friendships, 
Berlanti says it’s not autobiographical. That 
Dennis (Timothy Olyphant) is a photogra¬ 
pher has nothing to do with Berlanti’s cine¬ 
matic career. 

Dennis’s photography is “symbolic of 
how I was writing about things and not get¬ 
ting in there, still observing, but afraid to 
put myself in the picture, and Dennis 
seemed to have that sort of quality. It’s def¬ 
initely autobiographical in other ways, like 
the romantic relationship at the core of the 
story, in terms of where those guys are at in 
their lives. Howie’s story with Marshall was 
representative of my life at the time.” 

Although Italian-Irish, the 28-year-old 
Berlanti found inspiration in kosher ethnicity. 

“A lot of my heroes were Jewish comedy 
writers in the ’60s,” he said. “Their family life 
was similar to mine. I don’t know as much 
about being Italian-American as the tone of 
that family has permeated my stuff. There’s 
sort of a loudness to it. You can’t really take 
anything too seriously. That quality informs 
everything I do. 

“My parents grew up in a time and a 
town where they were really trying to blend 
in. What I got out of that was from my 
grandmother, who would cook on Sundays, 
for the whole family. As much as my parents 
tried to be white suburbia during the week, 
there was a liveliness there.” 

Ham on Rye 

Raised in Westchester County’s Rye, New 
York, Berlanti is a graduate of Northwestern 
University’s playwriting program. “I started 
as an actor; it’s your closest way into the 
event. No one teaches you how to be a writer 
when you’re young. I realized sophomore 
year there were a lot of other people who 
were more developed in that area. It’s also a

whole way of life, and I’m a control freak. I 
wanted to be on the other side of things. 

“The continuity is the storytellers, where 
the characters come and go. I realize that 
now, if you want to be a storyteller and 
make the product yours, in film, you have to 
be a director or you’re just not going to be 
around when decisions are getting made.” 

One of those decisions was how to break 
out of the limitations of making a gay film. 

“I was really just trying to write some¬ 
thing as true as an experience as I’d had, and 
make it fresh, original and funny,” he said. 
“We have the fag joke at the beginning ofthe 
movie to get out that nervous ladgfiterVrdni^. 
any audience about the fact that these guys 
are gay, just get it over with. It releases the 
tension in the audience and invites everyone 
in. It’ll be interesting to see how it plays. I 
think there’s a real opportunity for really 
true, human, flawed characters.”

I e was like any other teenage punk 
I rocker in Riverside, California dur- 
I ing the early 1980s, bursting with 
hormonal angst, always ready to party, clos¬ 
eted but chasing boys as well as girls, and 
hellbent on producing noise. He went on to 
Santa Cruz to claim a name for himself — 
or rather, for the band that made him and 
his musical cohorts semi-famous, Camper 
Van Beethoven. 

The Victor Krummenacher who just fin¬ 
ished his second solo album, Bittersweet 
(Magnetic Records), seems a far cry from the 
wild hellion of Camper days. At his San 
Francisco home on the Pacific side of Twin 
Peaks, he seems domestic, if not actually do¬ 
mesticated.

1S88 ollowing a successful pilot 
jpB season, the New Conservato- 
m ry Theatre Center has decid¬ 
ed to stay in the musical-theater 
business, and even spread its 
wings a bit. There will be four mu¬ 
sicals presented in the 
theater’s 2000-2001 In 
Concert series, up from 
last season’s three, and 
long-range plans to in¬ 
troduce new works in 
fuller productions are 
now conceivable. 

New Conservatory, 
best known for its 
Pride season of gay- 
themed plays, put 
its toe into the mu¬ 
sical waters last year after 42nd 
Street Moon moved its staged- 
concert versions of vintage musi¬ 
cals to the Eureka Theatre. New 
Conservatory is putting its em¬ 
phasis on newer works, though 
there is vintage appeal in two of 
the upcoming shows, despite the 
relative newness of their titles. 

Here is a look at the 2000-2001 
In Concert series. 

A New Brain (Nov. 1 - Jan. 9) — 
Songwriter William Finn and li¬ 
brettist James Lapine, the co-cre¬ 
ators of Falsettos, reteamed for 
this darkly comic 1998 musical in¬ 
spired by Finn’s experiences after 
he was misdiagnosed with an in¬ 
operable brain tumor. George 
Quick, New Conservatory’s new

director of audience development, 
will direct the Bay Area premiere. 

A Grand Night for Singing 
(Dec. 6-Jan. 21) — Originally a 
cabaret show at Rainbows and 
Stars, this revue of Rodgers and 
Hammerstein’s greatest hits 
opened in expanded fashion at 
New York’s Roundabout Theatre 
in 1993. Dyan McBride 
is directing the show 
conceived and originally 
directed by Walter Bob¬ 
bie. 

Chess (April 4-29) — 
The 1986 West End pro¬ 
duction of this rock 
musical ran for three 
years. But the 
Broadway produc¬ 
tion of this tale of 


superpower con¬ 
flict was a casualty of the end of 
the Cold War when it opened in 
1988, running for just 68 perfor¬ 
mances. Bjorn Ulvaeus and Benny 
Anderson of ABBA fame provid¬ 
ed the music, Tim Rice the lyrics, 
and Richard Nelson the book for 
the Broadway edition being pre¬ 
sented at NCTC. 

Forever Plaid (May 30-July 8) 
— Stuart Ross’ off-Broadway hit 
focuses on a hopelessly square 
harmonizing quartet from the 
1950s who are given a chance to 
perform a final concert after they 
are killed in car crash on their way 
to their first big gig. Genuine stan¬ 
dards from ’50s make up the 
score. Earl Weaver is the director. 

Of the four shows, only A New 
Brain has a specifically gay angle, 
inasmuch as the lead character is 
based on gay songwriter Finn 
himself. 

“We want to be careful here 
that this doesn’t become an exclu¬ 
sive gay club,” New Conservatory 
artistic director Ed Decker said. 
“We want to be filling a niche for 
a broader audience, and it was 
pretty clear last season that there 
were musical theater lovers who 
didn’t necessarily identify as gay. 
And for gay audiences, those folks 
who are interested in musical the¬ 
ater know the ins and outs of mu¬ 
sicals, whether they are gay- 
themed or not.” 

Now that the In Concert series 
looks to be around for a while, 
Decker said that the development 
of new work will become part of 
the equation. “The idea is to 
showcase emerging works in mu¬ 
sical theater, and there are very 
few places in the Bay Area doing 
that.” 

Looking ahead five years or so, 
Decker can envision a time when 
the theater will be able to offer 
these new works full productions. 
“First, we have to build this pro¬ 
gram, get the fiscal viability un¬ 
derneath it, and get a strong sub¬ 
scriber base,” Decker said. “So far, 
it’s off to a really good start.”

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How to succeed in opera 

Musical conversation with 'Dead Man Walking's Jake Heggie

he biggest buzz about the 
San Francisco Opera’s Octo- 

! ber 7 world premiere of Jake 
Heggie and Terrence McNally’s 
Dead Men Walking isn't about the 
music, the script, or even about 
the international stars such as 
Susan Graham and Frederica von 
Stade prominent in the cast. It’s 
about the fact that the production 
team is all gay. 

At least that’s the outside buzz. 
A dozen people have remarked to 
me on the subject. When I asked 
composer Heggie about it, he 
replied, “I never thought about it, 
but I guess you are right. Com¬ 
poser, librettist, conductor, de¬ 
signer, director — all gay. But 
what does it mean? In the opera 
world you’re gay until proven 
straight. Just look at the com¬ 
posers.” Confined to Americans of 
the last 50 years, the list includes 
Gian Carlo Menotti, Samuel Bar¬ 
ber, Aaron Copland, Leonard 
Bernstein, Ned Rorem, Mark 
Adamo, Conrad Susa, John 
Corigliano and Heggie.

Conductor Patrick Summers, 
who in addition to leading the 
world premiere of Dead Man, is 
music director of Houston Grand 
Opera, which is negotiating with 
Heggie for a second opera, says: 
“This is not exactly news. I’ve 
worked on productions before 
where everybody was gay. You can 
hardly avoid it in opera. What’s 
significant about Dead Man is not 
sexual orientation, which never 
comes up, but the fact that the 
process is so creatively rigorous. 
We don’t know yet what the out¬ 
come will be, but there has been 
none of that fooling around and 
campy stuff that you sometimes 
get when preparing an opera.” He 
pauses and adds dryly, “And not 
always from gay artists.” 

Heggie, who appears more in¬ 
genuous than he really is, has no 
explanation for why there should 
be so many gays in opera. “I never 


think about it, but you know, I feel 
safe in this world. It’s a place 
where you don’t have to pretend; 
you can just be yourself.” 

Summers agrees. “It really is 
about the work. In the opera 
world you don’t feel as if you have 
to defend or protect yourself as 
you might elsewhere.” 

I suggest that when young 
American men grow up gay and 
sensitive, they naturally gravitate 
to the arts, especially the flamboy¬ 
antly expressive art of opera. If 
they grow up gay but not artistic, 
they may go into sports, finance or 
education. The point is that in 
those arenas there still exist stig¬ 
mas and prejudices that cause gay 
men to keep their own counsel, 
watch what they say or how they 
dress and behave on the job. It’s 
probably easier in San Francisco 
to be a gay man in a straight 
world, but it is still difficult. 

For that reason, the complete 
acceptance of any sexual orienta¬ 
tion in the arts community, and 
especially in opera, has to be lib¬ 
erating. “Absolutely,” Heggie says. 
“Gayness is not an advantage in 
this world; it’s all about the work. 
Besides, I get tired of being asked 
if I am a ‘gay composer.’ What 
does that mean? What is ‘gay 
music?’ Music that sleeps with 
other gay music?” 

We do hear stories about the 
“casting couch” in opera as well as 
in films and theater. Heggie claims 
never to have encountered any 
sexual politics in the opera world. 

He laughs, “Look at it this way. 
Some of the people who have been 
most helpful in my career — Flic- 
ka [von Stade], Lotfi — are 
straight, so it obviously wasn’t sex¬ 
ual politics that got me the job.” 

The story of how Heggie, who 
used to be a professional duo-pi¬ 
anist, became the hottest young 
composer in America virtually 
overnight has been told before, but 
since it is a uniquely San Francisco 
story, it bears repeating. Burned 
out on a concert career and suffer¬ 
ing from a wrist injury, Heggie 
moved to the Bay Area in 1993. He 
was also, though he knew he was 
gay, involved in a May-December 
marriage with his former teacher, 
mentor and duo-piano partner, 
the late Johana Harris. 

“I wanted to hide for a while, 
so I chose the San Francisco 
Opera press department.” He 
worked there in obscurity, writing 
press releases and squiring opera 
singers to interviews and photo 
shoots. Because he’s attractive and 
outwardly confidant, besides 
being an excellent practical musi¬ 
cian, Heggie struck up musical 
conversations with these singers. 
It may have been a coincidence, 
but it was a cosmic one that found 
him at SFO just as Lotfi Mansouri 
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launched his first world premiere, 
Conrad Susa’s The Dangerous Li¬ 
aisons. In the cast were interna¬ 
tional superstars Renee Fleming, 
von Stade and Thomas Hampson. 

They took a shine to the eager 
young publicist who wrote music 
in his spare time. When Heggie 
gave von Stade a set of three folk 
songs he’d arranged as an opening 
night gift, “She thought they were 
really good and suggested we do a 
concert together. Then she started 
to interest other singers such as 
Renee Fleming and Jenny Lar- 
more in my music. Finally, she 
made a tape of my work that won 
the G. Schirmer art song compe¬ 
tition.” 

The recording Faces of Love 
was released on RCA Red Seal in 


1999; it’s an all-Heggie disc star¬ 
ring von Stade, Larmore, Sylvia 
McNair, Carol Vaness and others. 
Mansouri, noticing his young 
publicist’s rise in the music world, 
commissioned Heggie to write an 
ensemble piece for the opening 
gala of the refurbished War 
Memorial Opera House. Next 
came the commission for Dead 
Man. 

Heggie is profuse in his grati¬ 
tude to Mansouri. “Can you imag¬ 
ine what a leap of faith it took to 
hire a virtual unknown, who had 
never written an opera, to do a 
major work for San Francisco?” 
No, one can’t imagine it, so there 
must be something going on here 
besides a “leap of faith” and Heg-

cloying — but both disappointed 
vocally. Augusta is the better role, 
the only'fully-rounded human in 
the opera, and Forst gave a mag¬ 
nificently inflected interpretation. 
Vocally she hit all the notes, but 
the sound is not pleasant. Swen¬ 
son always sounds gorgeous, even 
when the part appears to be too 
high for her. Too high, you say, for 
someone who numbers Zerbinet- 
ta in her rep? Yet high notes have 
always been fearsome to Swenson, 
even though she has them in her 
throat. Moore’s writing is not 
comfortable, and Swenson’s Baby 
Doe only glowed in her rich, 
womanly middle register — a 
suitable metaphor for Baby Doe’s 
physical enchantment of Tabor. 

The new production is one of 
those cheap-looking SFO numbers 
— remember the Gerard Howland 
season? — that moves cinemati- 
cally and will transfer nicely to 
other stages without frightening 
the horses, but which was obvi¬ 
ously conceived by people who do 
not have a clue about what opera 
singers suffer in a 3,000-plus seat 
house (or don’t care). The cyclo- 
rama has lovely projections of Col¬ 
orado’s mountains, but the opera 
might as well be staged outdoors 
for all the acoustic support that 
pretty eye gives the singers. Their 
voices fly straight up into the zil¬ 
lion cubic feet of air space that 
hovers ominously over the War 
Memorial stage, just waiting to 
gobble unsuspecting opera singers 
for lunch. T

Moore’s talent was for sweetly 
syrupy melody embedded in a 
simulacrum of folksy Americana. 
For psychological depth and emo¬ 
tional power, Carlisle Floyd’s Su¬ 
sannah runs rings around Moore’s 
1956 opus. 

Yet Baby Doe has its moments 
as well as its longueurs. Five arias 
for the eponymous heroine that 
constitute, as one local wag put it, 
a song recital within an opera; two 
gut-wrenching scenes for Augusta 
Tabor; and Baby Doe and Ho¬ 
race’s love duet are more music 
than you’ll find in Cilea’s Adriana 
Lecouvreur, but at least Cilea knew 
how to orchestrate. From my per¬ 
spective, the worst thing about 
Baby Doe is that thin, tinny, brassy 
noise that comes out of the pit. 
Moore tries ineptly to underline 
important vocal points, yet suc¬ 
ceeds mostly in getting in the way 
of his singers. Puccini doubling 
the vocal line this is not. 

Difficult listening 

A conductor who takes on this 
piece is swimming against the tide, 
and Stefan Lano had no luck at all 
in Act I. By Act II, either the or¬ 
chestration calms down, or the 
conductor had been warned he 
was covering his singers, or maybe 
he finally figured out the War 
Memorial’s difficult acoustics. It 
must be admitted that there was 
never a problem hearing James 
Morris (Horace Tabor), but in his 
case this was a mixed blessing. 
Morris is now snarling everything 
out of the side of his mouth, which 
makes him look like a stroke vic¬ 
tim and is very hard on our ears. 

He characterized Horace as an 
unimaginative lout, physically en¬ 
thralled by Ruth Ann Swenson’s 
Baby Doe. Swenson looks like a fin 
de siecle daguerreotype come to 
life. Short and plump, encased in 
the satins, ribbons, lace and bus¬ 
tles of the period, Swenson’s Baby 
Doe is not very bright, but she’s 
sweet, tender and loyal, exactly 
what a chauvinist pig like Tabor 
would prefer to the intelligent, 
high-maintenance Augusta (Ju¬ 
dith Forst). John LaTouche’s awk¬ 
ward libretto lets us think Augus¬ 
ta is just a sexually uptight prude 
for two hours before revealing (in 
a ludicrously amplified hallucina¬ 
tion) that her husband was a 
drunken womanizer long before 
he met the fatal Baby Doe. 

Swenson and Forst were up to 
the dramatic demands of their 
parts — don’t knock Ruth Ann; 
it’s difficult to play sweet without

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N ow that the Olympics are 
over and the United States, 
which essentially pays for 
the event with its obscene televi¬ 
sion “rights,” has won the usual 
umpteen gold medals, one was 
hoping for a lower volume of jin¬ 
goism. Then the San Francisco 
Opera gave the War Memorial 
premiere of Douglas Moore’s The 
Ballad of Baby Doe, often fatuous¬ 
ly referred to as “the great Ameri¬ 
can opera.” 

Well, it isn’t. And why should it 
be? What is the “great German 
opera?” Fidelio? Wozzeck? Die Za- 
uberflote? Do you want to choose 
among Carmen, Manon or .Faust 
for “the great French opera?” And 
we haven’t enough space to dis¬ 
cuss which of two dozen works, 
including three by Mozart, from 
Coronation ofPoppea to Turandot, 
is “the great Italian opera.” Yet 
opera is not indigenous to Amer¬ 
ica, so we nervously assume it has 
to be like everything else in this 
country: competitive. 

The sad truth about Baby Doe 
is that it is not competitive with 
the best American operas, no mat¬ 
ter how you choose to define that 
term. Never mind classics such as 
Show Boat or Porgy and Bess; 
Leonard Bernstein’s West Side 
Story and Frank Loesser’s Most 
Happy Fella are finer pieces of 
music theater (more tuneful, too) 
than The Ballad of Baby Doe.

venue menu at the 23rd annual 
Mill Valley Film Festival. Three 
G/L-oriented features are includ¬ 
ed among the 39 world premieres 
playing at 11 locations in Mill Val¬ 
ley and San Rafael. 

Lessons learned 

People who flee Maine tend to 
get as far away as they can, people 
who return seem to stay for life. 
Todd Verow is a lifer. You may 
think Verow fled to the woods to 
escape the stench of his 1995 adap¬ 
tation of Dennis Cooper’s serial 
killer novel Frisk, but you’d be 
wrong. Far from shamed by Frisk's 
controversial standing among 
edgy queer films, Verow has set 
himself up with a little digital film 
kingdom to build on the lessons of 
Frisk. Making them cheap and fast 
(along with his partner/ screen¬ 
writer Jim Dwyer), Verow has 
picked up a following and a few 
indie awards with a trio of digital 
features ( Little Shots of Happiness, 
Shucking the Curve, The Trouble 
with Perpetual Deja Vu). 

A Sudden Loss of Gravity is the 
Verow/Dwyer take on the implo¬ 
sion of three generations of mis¬ 
fits when the Punk Revolution hit 
the woods. The inmates of the 
Bangor High School have been 
fatefully imprinted by the twin 
tragedies of a fatal car wreck and 


the bashing death of a defiant gay 
teen. (One of the cast dryly ob¬ 
serves that they all may have died 
the night of the accident and are 
just waiting for it to catch up with 
them.) 

Verow and Dwyer make an 
asset out of the aesthetic limita¬ 
tions of video, and in the process 
create new schools of writing and 
acting. Gravity plays like a mix be¬ 
tween a video River's Edge and one 
of those tabloid cop shows shot on 
acid: the piece is emotionally dri¬ 
ven rather than plot-challenged. 
Aaron Falls heads up a home¬ 
grown cast of newbies. Falls’ lanky 


somnambulism is easy on the 
eyes, while his revolt against a 
punker mom reverses the typical 
John Waters approach in a re¬ 
freshing and offbeat way. (10/13, 
9:30 p.m., Rafael) 

Sealed fate 

It’s rare to see a successful film 
on a spiritual theme, and Vivi Let- 
sou’s Skeleton Woman is just that. 
The film is, in part, a modern 
fairy-tale: a female erotic dancer, 
Olya (Daphne Rubin-Vega), se¬ 
duces Anna (Serene Scott 
Thomas), a former painter 
trapped in a stressful job and bar-

ren marriage. Olya tells Anna the 
story of the Seal Woman, who 
trades her skin for the love of a 
fisherman, forgetting that the 
price for abandoning one’s true 
nature is death. Skeleton Woman is 
also a story of Olya and Anna’s 
spiritual resurrection as they 
struggle to cope with a dark secret. 

Besides poetic shots of Bay 
Area beaches, Skeleton Woman 
employs another local resource to 
good advantage -— the actor J.E. 
Freeman, who adds Luigi, ring¬ 
master of the psychedelic sex cir¬ 
cus in which Olya works, to his 
impressive gallery of indie film

The shorts program Show Me 
Your ID offers oddly amusing so¬ 
lutions to some age-old problems. 
The question of how do you like 
your eggs gets a hilarious answer 
in Daniel Gamburg’s spoof of 
today’s flexible fertility options, 
The Egg That Wouldn't Hatch. 
Beth and Mara find their once- 
settled relationship turned up¬ 
side-down when Mara announces 
that her biological clock is not 
only running, but about to get a 
service call from an unknown 
man, Daniel. “It would be nice to 
have a baby, but I don’t know if I 
want some Russian Jew having sex 
with you on our bed!” So much 
for exposition-loaded dialogue — 
pretty soon Beth, Mara and 
Daniel find that this new-fash¬ 
ioned baby game has its own 
funny rules. “They told me if I go 
in and it’s physical, I get paid a lit¬ 
tle extra.” 

An aspiring director finds he 
may not have what it takes in the 
romance department in Benjamin 
Morgan’s parody of love and film¬ 
making, Meet Joe Gay. What starts 
off as a gay version of Cinderella 
turns into a multi-generational 
exploration of relationship-build¬ 
ing. Morgan’s film offers the view 
that, at least among gay men, the 
teens and seniors seem to have the 
best handle on how to make love 
last.

|J f Liza Minnelli ever really did 
If an autobiographical show, it 
1 would look a lot like Varla Jean 
Merman’s Enough About Me. 

Both Liza and Varla Jean are 
the products of broken celebrity 
homes. Both have struggled with 
their weight. Both have seen the 
inside of the Betty Ford Clinic. 
And both have a wee problem 
with self-absorption. But while 
Liza prefers to deflect the truth on 
stage, Varla Jean wallows in it. 

What began as a gay-bar drag 
act for Jeffery Roberson has devel¬ 
oped into show-business satire as 
sophisticated burlesque. There is 
wisdom behind the send-ups of 
egocentric confessionals and 
mannered musical stylings that 
makes them more than just funny, 
which they certainly are, by un¬ 
covering kernels of the ugly truths 
of celebrity disease. 

Cabarets had been Roberson’s 
more recent milieu, including reg¬ 
ular stops at Josie’s in San Francis¬ 
co and Eighty-Eights in New York. 
Both cabarets are now shuttered, 
thrusting Varla Jean onto the le¬ 
gitimate stage. A run earlier this 
year at the Chelsea Theatre in New 
York even brought out The New 
York Times, and now Varla Jean is 
doing it in a theater in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

It’s a tight fit in the smallest of 
New Conservatory Theatre Cen¬ 
ter’s three theaters, with barely 
enough room for the 6-foot-2 en¬ 
tertainer and an elaborate, revolv¬ 
ing trailer home set. Over the 
course of the 75-minute show di¬ 
rected by Michael Schiralli, Varla 
Jean recounts her journey from 
being the unwanted offspring of 
Ethel Merman and Ernest Borg- 
nine to her acceptance of her self¬ 
absorption as a healthy thing. 

Along the way, musical preten¬ 
sions get skewered through ex¬ 
quisite exaggeration. Varla Jean 
can barely muster the energy to 


enunciate the words of “The 
Windmills of Your Mind,” a style 
that smacks strongly of Peggy Lee 
at her most laconic. And for all 
those unhip singers who have 
tried to wrap their studied phras- 
ings around the lyrics of a rock 
song, there is Varla Jean trilling 
her way through “Disco Inferno.” 

But Roberson can really sing, 
adopting a highly credible mezzo 
that is at home in many styles per¬ 
formed to live keyboard accompa¬ 
niment by musical director 
Michael O’Dell and augmented by 
prerecorded tracks. He is also a 
gifted comic actor, seamlessly in¬ 
habiting his character on stage as

B y the time Ragtime opened 
on Broadway in 1997, it 
seemed too much like an 
epic by committee. This prefab- 
blockbuster rap probably hurt the 
show, but the high-quality touring 
edition now at the Orpheum 
amply displays that the committee 
at least knew what it was doing. 

The creative team may have 
even set out to create an American 
Les Miserables, an ambitious mu¬ 
sical version of a sprawling novel 
that aims to capture a nation’s 
Zeitgeist. While Ragtime author 
E.L. Doctorow may not be re¬ 
membered as another Victor 
Hugo, the musical bearing his 
novel’s name is definitely entitled 
to be mentioned in the same 
breath as the musical Lez Miz. 

And at this moment in time, at 
least for one theatergoer, Ragtime 
provides an emotionally and dra¬ 
matically more rewarding experi¬ 
ence than its Franco-Anglo coun¬ 
terpart. True, the touring Ragtime 
is my first in-person encounter

Varla Jean Merman may have 
graduated from gay bars to the au¬ 
gust world of the legitimate the¬ 
ater, but she hasn’t forgotten her 
gross-out roots in aerosol cheese. 
Think of a ventriloquist who can

Rags to riches

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A lover and a fighter 

'Girlfight' puts up both dukes

ichelle Rodriguez makes a 
face a couple of times 
during Girlfight that re¬ 
minded me of an old Disney car¬ 
toon. Her nostrils flare, her eyes 
blaze like lumps of burning coal, 
she’s about to whack somebody in 
the head. Now, Girlfight, Karyn 
Kusama’s spirited tale of a Red 
Hook, Brooklyn high school girl’s 
transformation into a feather¬ 
weight boxer, is no cartoon, but 
Rodriguez’s Diana Guzman does 
at times resemble a Saturday 
morning action hero, ready to 
leap across school lockers to beat 
the stuffing out of a snooty bitch 
princess. 

As Diana shifts her once-unfo- 
cused rage into the ring, she de¬ 
velops the ability to kick some se¬ 
rious butt, and much of it is male 
butt (ironically, in a film that is in 
no way an orgy of male-bashing). 
In the recently reviewed docu¬ 
mentary Shadow Boxers, filmmak¬ 
er Katya Bankowsky declined to 
explore female boxer Lucia Rijk- 
er’s relationship with her ex-lover, 
male boxer Billy Kean. Girlfighfs 
Guzman demands respect from 
her man in and out of the ring, 
and a cinema fight takes place be¬ 
tween lovers. 

Girlfight begins with one as 
Diana comes to the defense of her 
only friend, a portly teen Marisol 
(Elisa Bocanegra), who loses her 
boyfriend to the school’s Slimfast 


queen. On the brink of expulsion, 
Diana accidentally discovers her 
world when running an errand for 
her abusive dad, Sandro (Paul 
Calderon), takes her to the Brook¬ 
lyn Athletic Club — a kind of a 
fancy name for a dimly-lit dump 
that is little more than a ring, a 
weight bag and a bucket of spit. 
Diana immediately jumps into a 
fight, defending her skinny broth¬ 
er Tiny (Ray Santiago) from a 
sucker-punching bully named Ray 
(Victor Sierra). Proving that she 
can mix it up with the guys earns 
her respect and a manager, Hector 
(Jaime Tirelli). Hector’s philoso¬ 
phy is summed up in the advice he 
gives Diana when she’s faced with 
fighting her boyfriend: “I don’t 
care who this guy is to you, don’t 
be afraid to hurt him!” 

Diana was born a fighter, but 
she has to learn to become a boxer. 
A boxer is a person who expresses 
herself with her fists, fists that are 
directed by a very disciplined 
mind, and controlled by a very big 
heart. Those fists belong in some¬ 
body else’s face, precisely where 
Girlfighfs cinematographer Par- 
trick Cady keeps his very mobile 
camera — in the middle of Diana’s 
fight to become an adult woman 
who gets to decide whom she loves 
and whom she fights, and whether 
at times her lover is her opponent 
and her opponent her lover. 

Knock out 

Director Kusama keeps Girl¬ 
fight from falling into the cliches 


of boxing films, unearned senti¬ 
ment and cheap melodrama, with 
bits of subversive humor. One of 
the biggest cliches is, of course, the 
climactic fight, where the hero 
boxer defeats his opponent in the 
ring ( Streets of Gold), discovers his 
worth as a person even in defeat 
(Rocky), or becomes his own op¬ 
ponent (Raging Bull). Making the 
boxer a woman gives fresh life to 
an old story, especially when she’s 
mostly fighting men. In real life, 
women’s boxing is following the 
pattern of women’s basketball, 
golf and tennis, with women play¬ 
ing women. Girlfight knocks this 
cozy world of women’s sports on 
its butt, saying that maybe some 
girls can play with (and beat up) 
the boys. 

Diana’s initiation into the male 
world of boxing comes when she 
stands up for her sensitive broth¬ 
er Tiny. Tiny at first resents the 
shit out of Diana, but by film’s end 
he’s in her corner, even handing 
over the money their loutish fa¬ 
ther gives him for boxing lessons. 
“I’m a geek,” Tiny explains. “I’ll 
find something constructive to do 
with my time.” Ray Santiago plays 
Tiny in a way that makes sensitiv¬ 
ity sexy. Ultimately, we don’t know 
if the “g” word in his case is geek 
or gay, but it plays beautifully ei¬ 
ther way. 

One of the strengths of Girl¬ 
fight is that it’s out of the closet 
about the fact that boxing attracts 
and produces some pretty decent 
human beings, that it’s not a 


choice between the brutality of a 
Mike Tyson or the con of a Don 
King. Diana begins the film living 
under the tyranny of a rotten dad, 
and boxing gives her a better one 
in the form of her trainer, Hector. 
For Diana, boxing becomes the 
source of the strength to defeat 
Dad in the ring of the family 
kitchen. 

It is a lovely irony that the fight 
to end the film comes between the 
characters with the sweetest rela¬ 
tionship. Diana and Adrian 
(played by hot young stud Santia¬ 
go Douglas, who reportedly lost 20 
pounds to be a featherweight) are 
so totally turned on to each other 
that sex is not only inevitable but 
almost beside the point. When 
they first meet, Diana and Adrian 


spend all their time not looking at 
each other. In their first night shar¬ 
ing a bed, they’re more like broth¬ 
ers who’ve accidentally discovered 
the joys of frottage. Besides a ten¬ 
der kiss, their most intimate shar¬ 
ing comes when Diana slips Adri¬ 
an her cheeseburger. This is a girl 
and a boy who have almost a gay 
relationship. So it doesn’t seem 
wrong or anti-climactic when fate 
dictates that they fight. The sus¬ 
pense comes from whether love 
can endure combat — it brings 
homoeroticism into a heterosexu¬ 
al relationship. These are lovers 
who will fight an opponent they 
know almost as well as themselves. 
Or, as Diana reminds Adrian, “You 
have a right hook that can lay me 
out.” T

jg t is usually the French who 
produce those charming little 
m films in which nothing really 
happens. Transforming the mun¬ 
dane into the magnificent is a feat 
rarely accomplished by American 
filmmakers. But writer/director 
Greg Berlanti, with his first film, 
enjoys remarkable success with 
the daily lives of twentysomething 
Los Angeleno queers. Billed as “a 
romantic comedy,” The Broken 
Hearts Club is a sweet film about 
friendship — funny, smart and 
touching, without being maudlin 
or self-conscious. 

The men of Berlanti’s movie 
are the employees and patrons of 
a West Hollywood gay bar/restau¬ 
rant run by Jack (John Mahoney, 
the father on Frasier). Patrick (Ben 
Weber) is plain and ordinary; 
Dennis (Timothy Olyphant) 
struggles to find himself beyond 
the group; Cole (Dean Cain) is a 
buff lothario trying to carve out a 
career as actor; and Kevin (An¬ 
drew Keegan) is a young man just 
coming out. Together with Mary 
McCormack (Murder One), Nia 
Long (The Best Man), and Billy

Porter, this wonderful ensemble 
cast provides a winning imper¬ 
sonation of individuals approach¬ 
ing their thirties and trying to “get 
it right.” 

Many films in the last few years 
have tried to capture the urban 
gay milieu, and most have fallen 
flat. But Broken Hearts is blessed 
with Berlanti’s exceptionally intel¬ 
ligent script. The film casts a wide 
net, but does not go deep, yet 
Berlanti’s dialogue and situations 
are believable throughout. There 
is one drug overdose, several 
scenes in gay bars, two gym 
scenes, and one lesbian artificial 
insemination. But none of these 
situations descend into stereotype, 
and that is due to the quality of 
the writing and acting. Berlanti 
respects the characters he creates 
and never robs them of their dig¬ 
nity, even when they’re being id¬ 
iots. Broken Hearts Club does not 
have the razor-sharp edge of 
Queer As Folk or its brutish spirit; 
these are nice guys. In Berlanti’s 
hands, the life of gay boys in Los 
Angeles has never seemed more 
“normal” or reasonable. 

Berlanti comes to movies from 
his role as producer of television’s 
Dawsons Creek. Most of the actors 
he assembles have passed through 
several TV series or independent 
feature films, so their faces will be 
familiar even though their names 
are not yet famous. In this sense, 
Broken Hearts recalls the Univer¬ 
sal Studios films of the ’60s that 
threw contract players from tele¬ 
vision up against the wall of mo¬ 
tion pictures just to see who might 
stick. Some Broken Hearts actors

will probably have big careers, but 
it’s difficult to single out an indi¬ 
vidual for special recognition be¬ 
cause the entire cast works at a 
consistently high level. But Dean 
Cain, TV’s Superman, is thor¬ 
oughly charming as a gay sexa- 
holic, although his once-perfect 
face and body seem to be heading 
in a different direction. 

The Broken Hearts Club ends 
with a reminder that will be par¬ 
ticularly resonant for most gay 
viewers. In a quiet but unmistak¬ 
able way, it recalls the value of en¬ 
during friendships, a commodity 
few will appreciate more than the 
gay men who have survived the 
last two decades. ▼

young gay man going to the 
movies and not being able to see 
yourself up there. You want to see 
a struggle you can identify with. I 
used to think, ‘No one’s making a 
good case for being gay. I’m either 
going to die before I’m 35 or have 
to get sex on a street corner.’ I 
think the silent majority of gay 
men are not like that, or repre¬ 
sented on film.” 

That doesn’t mean he’ll only 
write gay material in the future. 

“I’ve resisted writing the gay 
episodes of Dawson’s Creek,” he 
noted of his day job. “I’m sort of a 
reluctant leader in that category. 
But then I’d do it, and it would 
further my career, and I’d feel 
good about something that I was 
passionate about. I look at some¬ 
one like Spike Lee, and he’s not 
doing a lot of films about white 
people. He’s doing films about his 
culture that he understands, and 
he’s done pretty well by that. 

“There’s something great about 
writing gay characters now that’s 
very fresh, like the kids on Daw¬ 
sons Creek. There’s sort of a hyper¬ 
emotion, a real struggle in what 
they’ve been through. They’re 
great characters. We can write peo¬ 
ple who are smarter and funnier.” 

Playing the closet 

An amusing aspect of The Bro¬ 
ken Hearts Club is the running gag 
about a closeted actor not being 
gay, since “he’s married.” Com¬ 
pounding the joke through deft 
casting, both Michael Bergin and 
Dean Cain play closeted actors. 
Both have been rumored to be gay 
or bisexual. 

“No one really made any com¬ 
ments about it. There was one 
actor who turned down playing 
the Kip [Bergin] role. He was 
friends with someone he thought 
it was based on.” 

Berlanti also confirmed that 


Cain, who’s played gay before, is 
“very much a heterosexual.” 

But why the fascination with 
some actors’ sexuality? “I think it 
comes out of our wish fulfillment, 
wanting people to be gay whether 
they are or not,” he said. “We all 
hope that people are as lovable as 
we see them onscreen.” 

Berlanti said he had few prob¬ 
lems casting so many gay roles. 
“Actors want to do the parts if 
they’re good; agents want them to 
take the parts if they’re good. 
That’s changed. I think audiences 
want to see the material. Writers 
want to write it.” 

The biggest barriers are “the 
suits” of Hollywood. “Marketers 
are still afraid of how to market a 
gay movie like it’s any other 
movie,” he said. “For this film I’ve 
found that there’s no precedent. 
We’ve had to create ourselves. 
Until people can put a film like 
ours in more than 100 theatres, 
we’re not gonna make more than 
three or four million dollars. Ti¬ 
tanic wouldn’t make what it did in 
only 100 theatres. 

“It’s a Catch-22. That’s the last 
group that’s afraid of the subject 
matter, the people who sell the 
product. That will crack and fall 
eventually. It certainly has in tele¬ 
vision, with Will & Grace.” 

To further the cause, Berlanti 
has taken a direct role in promot¬ 
ing his film. 

“You have to rattle cages. I 
haven’t been frustrated at all by 
this process until recently. It’s just 
the only part of the process where 
people still see gay film and small 
film as synonymous. Word of 
mouth really helps. Whether it’s 
about five Englishmen stripping 
or seven gay men in West Holly¬ 
wood, it can happen.” 

Part of that word of mouth is 
from members of the GLBT 
sports community. 

“One guy who plays on a gay 
softball league said it was very 
much like his group of friends, but 
it’s more specific to my softball ex¬ 
perience, the nerd group growing 
up, always getting picked last, so 
we had to have the most fun. It 
was six-inning games, and we had 
the one really bad baseball team. 
We would mostly sit around talk¬ 
ing to my friend’s mother.” 

In transforming his youthful 
experiences to an adult rec team, 
Berlanti also hoped to focus on 
maturity within a community, 
and how communities develop. 

“Jack [John Mahoney] also re¬ 
minds them — the guys in their 
20s — to widen the scope of their 
lives. It takes a character like that 
to get them out of their rut, to do 
things that people don’t expect 
from them, and challenge them¬ 
selves in other ways.” T

; 1 ars Von Trier’s Dancer in the 

Dark, which won the presti¬ 
gious Palme D’Or at this 
year’s Cannes Film Festival, is set 
in a European version of rural 
Washington State in 1964.

Dark shadows 

Novice filmmaker Marc Singer 
hits a home run his first time up 
with Dark Days, one of the few 
films to tell the story of homeless¬ 
ness in America without pity or 
bathos. Five years ago Singer got 
a unique opportunity as he fell 
upon a community of under¬ 
ground men, guys literally inhab¬ 
iting the dark spaces alongside the 
Amtrak train tunnels running the 
length of Manhattan. Singer spent 
years getting to know his subjects, 
who in some cases had been liv¬ 
ing in the tunnels for as long as 25 
years. To see these men the way 
they needed to be seen, Singer got 
them to crew as well as star in his 
film. Having already fallen down 
a rabbit’s hole, the men are re¬ 
markably honest, and tell their 
stories with humor and irony. His 
neatly trimmed beard speckled 
with gray, Henry shares his recipe 
for cornbread (sweet milk causes 
the grains to bind properly); an¬ 
other guy explains why he prefers

The notion of concentration 
camps for AIDS patients was ac¬ 
tually discussed in the disease’s 
early days, and it is part of the fu¬ 
ture imagined in Steph De Ferie’s 
play Cannibals Alone, opening 
Oct. 6 at the Exit Theatre. 

In this future, AIDS has be¬ 
come pandemic, and a conserva¬ 
tive survivalist mentality has 


performed by his 13th birthday. 
Selma has taken extra work and 
sacrificed everything to save the 
money for his operation. She also 
foregoes romance with the kindly 
Jeff (Peter Stormare). 

Selma has told no one about 
her failing vision, including Gene. 
She fears that if he worries, it will 
accelerate its onset and the 
surgery will fail. When asked what 
she does with her extra money, 
she says she sends it back to her fa¬ 
ther, Oldrich Novy (Joel Grey). 

Selma and Kathy go to see old 
Busby Berkeley movies at a local 
theatre. Kathy has to tell Selma 
what’s going on during the musi¬ 
cal numbers, because she can’t see 
in the dark. It’s becoming appar¬ 
ent to Kathy that Selma’s eyesight 
is failing, and she fears she will 
hurt herself working with the 
complex machinery at the plant. 


to dive through Kosher dump¬ 
sters (every leftover is carefully 
separated, so a tasty piece of meat 
is uncontaminated by coffee 
grinds.) 

The men of Dark Days are 
quick to spot sentimental BS 
about drugs and bad judgment, 
the slippery slope to their under¬ 
ground purgatory. Singer’s cam¬ 
eras humanize their subjects: a 
skinny guy is actually a little sexy 
taking a very cold shower in his 
boxer shorts; a self-admitted hus¬ 
tler is allowed to be homophobic 
about how his fastest-selling tapes 
are always the “faggoty” ones 
(homeless guys can be bigots, 
too.) In some ways, Dark Days is 
the real Survivor (with its share of 
rats) without the corporate 
gamesmanship. An upbeat end¬ 
ing, in which everybody but the 
filmmaker gets a place to call 
home, may help Dark Days reach 
beyond the Food Not Bombs 
crowd. (10/13,9:30 p.m., Sequoia;

A rare widescreen revival not 
to missed is the 1954 John Sturges 
action thriller Bad Day at Black 
Rock. One of the shortest films 
ever shot in Cinemascope, at 82 
minutes it makes even the tautly 
paced High Noon seem long- 
winded. Spencer Tracy is the one- 
armed man who climbs off the 
Southern Pacific Streamliner and 
descends into a town with dusty 
streets and angry, suspicious eyes. 
Screenwriter Millard Kaufman 
employs terse Hemingwayesque 
dialogue to punctuate a script 
that balances melodrama with 
understated social themes — 
racism, mob justice — themes 
that would dominate widescreens 
in the ’60s. Kaufman, who got an 
Oscar nomination for Black Rock, 
will be on hand to discuss the film 
and autograph his book, Plots and 
Characters: A Screenwriter on 
Screenwriting.

Selma minimizes the problem. 

Selma has an active fantasy life, 
often imagining herself as the star 
of musical production numbers. 
Reality soon clashes with fantasy, 
however, and Selma finds herself 
betrayed and facing execution for 
murder. 

Melodrama set to music can be 
powerful indeed, if the music is by 
Verdi or Bellini, or Gershwin or 
Bernstein. Alas, the music in this 
film, written by Bjork (lyrics by 
Von Trier and Sjon Sigurdsson), is 
insipid and generally feels like an 
intrusion, rather than a way of il¬ 
luminating the conflict or the feel¬ 
ings of the heroine. When Bjork’s 
not singing her own ghastly mate¬ 
rial, not helped by the inane lyrics, 
she’s warbling bits from The 
Sound of Music. She deals with the 
terror of her upcoming hanging 
by performing “My Favorite 
Things” in a small, not particular¬ 
ly attractive voice. 

Waif of the year 

If doormat victims are high on 
your list of admirable women, 
then Bjork’s Selma, who could in¬ 
herit the long-vacant waif crown 
from Giuletta Massina, will please 
you enormously. She is an unaf¬ 
fected actress, likable, and at times 
very touching in her distress. Her 
love for Gene is beautifully ren¬ 
dered. But she is such an eager 
martyr, so patient in the face of 
unforgivable treachery, so placid 
in her suffering, so damned noble, 
that she ultimately forfeits sympa¬ 


thy. 

Deneuve, on the other hand, 
glows with common sense and 
genuine compassion. While it’s 
impossible to accept her toiling in 
a machine shop, she makes the au¬ 
dience believe in her love for 
Selma, illogical though it is. She 
lights up the screen and is quite 
moving in her desperate efforts to 
save her friend from her fate. 

Except when forced to sing, the 
rest of the cast performs ad¬ 
mirably, especially Stormare as the 
besotted Jeff and Morse as the des¬ 
perate Bill. Grey makes an all-too- 
brief appearance towards the end, 
but for a few seconds we get a 
glimpse of someone who knows 
how to perform a musical number. 


The film is short on logic, 
which wouldn’t be a problem if 
the music swept the viewer away. 
But since it doesn’t, questions 
keep cropping up. The choreogra¬ 
phy and dance direction, by Vin¬ 
cent Paterson, is no threat to the 
memory of the Fred Astaire 
movies Selma remembers with 
such fondness. At nearly two and a 
half hours, Von Trier’s film gives 
us too much time to think about 
how we are being manipulated by 
him. 

I didn’t leave the screening 
humming. ▼

Patient Information about SUSTIVA* (sus-TEE-vah) 
for HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus) Infection 
Generic name: efavirenz (eh-FAH-vih-rehnz) 

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each 
time you refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat 
this leaflet as your only source of information about SUSTIVA. Always discuss 
SUSTIVA with your doctor when you start taking your medicine and at every visit. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not 
change or stop treatment without first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside 
reverse transcriptase inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). 
SUSTIVA must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV 
medicines, SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number 
of CD4 cells (a type of immune cell in blood). SUSTIVA may not have these effects 
in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain 
under the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue 
to practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

•The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) 
once a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower 
(see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

•Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime 
during the first few weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble 
concentrating (see What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA?). 

•Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk, or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or 
without meals; however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

•Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose 
right away. If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your 
regular dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best times to take your 
medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

•Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose 
on your own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

•When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 
This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if 
the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance 
to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a 
serious problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice 
rash or any other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA 
for children may be lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses 
of SUSTIVA are available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right dose based 
on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

•Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 
•Are breast-feeding 

•Have problems with your liver, or have had Hepatitis 

•Start or change any medicine 

•Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA 

•Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

A small number of patients have had severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry 
behavior. Some patients have had thoughts of suicide and a few patients have 
actually committed suicide. These problems tend to occur more often in patients 
with a history of mental illness. You should contact your doctor immediately if you 
think you are having these symptoms, so your doctor can decide whether you should 
continue to take SUSTIVA. 


Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, 
and/or unusual dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These 
feelings may be less noticeable if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go 
away after you've taken the medicine for a few weeks. If you have these side effects, 
such as dizziness, it does not mean that you will also have severe depression, 
strange thoughts or angry behavior. Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side 
effects continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility that these symptoms 
may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. 
You should avoid driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without 
any change in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. 
If you develop a rash, call your doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 
However, this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when 
taken with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information 
about side effects. Your doctor can discuss a more complete list of side effects 
with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side 
effects. Tell your doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects 
while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been 
seen in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen 
in humans. You should use a condom or diaphragm in addition to other methods 
of birth control while taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor immediately if you are 
pregnant. If you want to become pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA 
if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your 
doctor may change your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very 
important to: 

•Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

•Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes 
those you buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, 
how much you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a 
complete picture of the medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best 
approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when 
taken with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking 
SUSTIVA**: 

•Hisrrtanal® (astemizole) 

•Propulsid® (cisapride) 

•Versed® (midazolam) 

•Halcion® (triazolam) 

•Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed 
when taken with SUSTIVA**: 

•Crixivan® (indinavir) 

•Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

•Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your 
pharmacist. The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either 
SUSTIVA or HIV.

along at a fast enough clip to keep 
it from being dismal. In fact, it’s 
just about the ideal music to pop 
into the dashboard CD player 
while cruising highways and back- 
roads across the continent. You 
could daydream to it. It’s definite¬ 
ly not drunken. In that sense, it’s a 
far cry from the Camper sound, 
which Krummenacher (and prob¬ 
ably most Camper loyalists) de¬ 
scribes as “weird.” Far from being 
weird, Bittersweet makes perfect 
sense. It’s the sound of lessons 
learned the hard way, with a dis¬ 
tinctive but controlled, more ma¬ 
ture weirdness all of its own. 

From the start 

The title Bittersweet could be 
the summation of Krummenach- 
er’s life so far. Right from the start, 
as a Riverside teenager, he started 
playing punk-rock gigs, adding 
peculiar twists and kinks that got 
him and his bands noticed: 

“We were playing, like, bad 
punk-rock covers, kind of country 
form and weird ethnic instrumen¬ 
tals, and nobody knew what to 
make of us,” recalls Krummenach¬ 
er. “We played with the Dead 
Kennedys, The Minutemen, 
Husker Du, SST and all those 
bands of that period.” 

It was with the Camper crew 
that Krummenacher came to claim 
maximum recognition, while gain¬ 
ing substantially in musicianship. 
Though the Camper lineup varied 
during its brief existence, Krum¬ 
menacher and songwriter David 
Lowery were the two members in 
the band from start to finish. 

“It started when I was 18, liter¬ 
ally about a week after I graduated 
from high school,” says Krumme-

nacher. “David was about five years 
older than me, and he was going to 
school at UC Santa Cruz.” Eventu¬ 
ally the Camper lineup coalesced 
into a five-person crew, with Greg 
Lisher on guitar, Lowery on vocals 
and guitar, Chris Pedersen on 


drums, Jonathan Segel on strings, 
and Krummenacher on bass. 

In 1985, REM heard a copy of 
the first Camper album, Telephone 
Free Landslide Victory, and literal¬

gie’s undeniable charm. First, there 
is talent. Heggie writes gratefully 
for the voice, which is why so many 
top-line singers champion his 
work. Secondly, as Summers puts 
it, “Jake is a pro.” Heggie seconds 
this motion. “I am absolutely, bor¬ 
ingly reliable. I never miss a dead¬ 
line, and I produce exactly what I 
am expected to. Prima donna tem¬ 
perament is not my thing. I want to 
get on with the work. 

“The most fun for me is not 
the composition — that’s kind of 
lonely — but the musical collabo¬ 
ration, the rehearsals, those magi¬ 
cal moments when the singers 
bring the characters to life. It’s bet¬ 
ter than sex. It’s the most power¬ 
ful religious experience, and I to¬ 
tally get off on it.” 

The third aspect of Heggie’s 
success, according to him, is the 
current economic climate. “When 
people have discretionary income, 


they are more apt to buy some¬ 
thing lasting, something beautiful, 
something that is a luxury rather 
than a necessity. So they commis¬ 
sion art.” 

Not that music isn’t necessary 
to Jake Heggie. It’s his life now, for 
better or worse. While he’s not 
getting rich, he says, “Commis¬ 
sions pay the light bills, buy gro¬ 
ceries, rent. I’m so happy right 
now. To do something you love 
full-time and make a living at it is 
a dream come true.” Even if he 
wakes up after the world premiere 
of Dead Man Walking to the usual 
carping and mixed reviews — 
have you ever heard Puccini’s or 
Verdi’s first operas? — I suspect 
Heggie will be cheerfully ready to 
do it all over again. And each time 
should be even more fun. T

call the band and invite them to 
tour. 

After signing a distribution 
deal with Rough Trade, Camper 
soon became one of the label’s 
best-selling bands. They were a 
huge hit on the college/indie cir¬ 
cuit. 

Reality rocks hard 

Krummenacher’s life and ca¬ 
reer are the flip side of fame and 
fortune in the music business, a 
tale of immense highs entwined 
with deep plummets. Among 
other missteps, says Krummen¬ 
acher, “there was an odd falling 
out between Camper and REM 
over money,” a fact that got press 


coming-out saga. 

“I’m one of those complicated 
people. When I first got involved 
with the punk rock scene, most of 
the people I knew in it were queer 
in one way or another, whether 
they were heterosexual or gay. I 
started sleeping with boys as soon 
as I started sleeping with girls. All 
around the same time, about 1980 
or so, when I was 14 or 15. I’m 
pretty sure I knew I was gay then, 
but I wanted to be in a band, so, 
you know, that to some degree pre¬ 
cluded dealing with my sexuality.”

attention, causing REM to lose 
trust in Camper. 

Tensions had been mounting 
among the band members, and in 
1988 the band unceremoniously 
fired violinist Jonathan Segal, a 
move criticized by many hardcore 
Camper fans who credit Segal for 
much of Camper’s appeal. 

The ultimate breakup came in 
April 1990, when Krummenacher 
and the other band members “had a 
huge personal falling out with 
David. We broke up in Sweden, on 
tour, in the middle of nowhere, 
above the Arctic Circle. We’d been 
fighting continuously. I’d had 
enough and when I get to that 
point, I want to walk, and so I did, 
and that was that. I went on and 
started doing the Monks of Doom.” 

Running through all this histo¬ 
ry was Krummenacher’s personal 


Some have come out badly, some 
remain ambiguous, and others, 
though far fewer, are boldly out. 

“When I came out, my band 
broke up,” says Krummenacher. 
“My life just transformed. I was 
with a woman for a couple of 
years, but I’d been having an affair 
with this guy for a while, off and 
on, and he basically said — he 
made no promises, but he wanted 
to try to have a relationship and I 
needed to come out. That was im¬ 
portant enough to me at the time
